RESULTS OF THE REPUBLICAN 
DEFEAT IN OHIO. 

THE STALWARTS ATTACKING GOV. FOSTER 
SHARP TELEGRAPHIC CORRESPOND- 
ENCE — THE PROHIBITIONISTS WELL 
PLEASED WITH THEIR WORK. 

CoLumBvs, Oct. 13.—There has been for 

Beveral years a coolness between Gov. Foster 

and ex-Gov. Thomas L. Young, the present 

member of Congress from Cincinnati. Mr. 

Young predicted the defeat of the Republican 

Party, directly after the Legislature passed 

the Sunday law and the Pond bill. He has of 

late been very loud in his denunciation of Gov. 


Foster on account of his fight against the 
liquor traffic as now conducted. Yesterday 
Gov. Foster received the following very re- 
markable, if not insulting, telegram from his 
predecessor ; 

Crncrnnatr, Ohio, Oct. 12. 
To Charles Foster, Governor, Columbus, Ohio: 2 

Congratulations on your only victory in any 
rebellion. What do you think of your achieve- 
ments? The Grand Army of the Repubic re- 
cognize your eftortsin behalf of the soldier ele- 
ment of our party, and the Germans of this and 
other cities in Ohio will ever appreciate your 
services in their behalf. THOMAS L. YOUNG. 

This afternoon Gov. Foster replied to the 
above as follows: 

Cotumegus, Ohio, Oct. 13, 
Zo the Hon. Thomas L. Young, Cincinnati: 

Your telegram received. Your irony is excruci- 
ating, but a brave soldier (when sober) is not apt 
to insinuate cowardice in others. I am happy over 
the fact that I made a square, honest fight for taxa- 
tion of the liquor traffic and the Sunday closing of 
saloons. Upon these questions I shall not takea 
backward step, and will fight it out on this line. I 
ceny your right to speak for the Grand Army of the 
Republic or the Germans upon this subject. 


CHARLES FOSTER. 

It is believed that these two telegrams will 

instrumental in stirring up a bitter strife 
between the Garfield Republicans and Stal- 
warts, and that this is but the beginning of 
the Stalwart war on Foster, in order to kill 
him as a candidate for the Senate a year hence, 
should the Republicans gain control of the 
General Assembly next Fall.

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Oct. 13.—Thne Prohi- 
bitionists claim that their programme is work- 
ing admirably. They denounce in unmeas- 
ured terms the claim of tbe Republican poli- 
ticians that the Pond and Smith laws were 
passed because the Republican leaders were 
sincere in any desire for temperance reform, 
and say that its action at Columbus last Win- 
ter was half-hearted, cowardly, and only taken 
as a matter of policy. They say that the 
Republican leaders were alarmed at the growth 
of the temperance vote in 1881, and felt 
compelled to do something to prevent a further 
exodus in that direction. In consequence 
the Legislature went just far enough to lose 
the votes of the whisky and beer elements, and 
not far enough to gain the cordial support of 
the temperance men. Prohibition leaders say 
that whiie they were in favor of the Smith 
jaw, and urged its passage, they never asked 
for the passage of the Pond iaw, but opposed 
It, because it was practically a license for the 
liquor business. ‘The results that have been 
tor some time in sight are soon to be realized. 
{he politicians, who see nothing but methods 
pt policy and expediency, will begin to figure 
with the saloon men and brewers to get them 
back into the Republican ranks, while the rank 
tnd file of the party will be prepared to in- 
lorse, if not to force, the organization forward 
jo the very highest plane of regulation, if not 
sbsolute probibition. It seems to be the 
feneral opinion that there is only one 
hing for the Legislature to do 
Winter, and that is to submit two constitution- 
1] amendments to the people—one for license 
and one for prohibition. That would bring 
matters to a plain test, and the people would 
have a chance to give a verdict that even the 
politicians would be compelled to heed, and 
that would be final. The temperance leaders 
say that this year has been merely a clearing 
away of the ground for the great fight that 
must hereafter come. They say that a plain 
proposition before the people is needed, and 
that when it comes to a question of turning 
pver Ohio to the domination of the saloon men 
und free whisky they have no doubt as to the 
result. There is one thing as plain as noon- 
jay—that for every vote the Republicans 
would gain by concession to the saloon men 
they would drive three temperance Republi- 
tans into the Prohibition ranks. The politi- 
tians will have to understand this point before 
the next Republican State Convention meets.

PERSECUTING THE BLACK MAN. 
YHE SHOT-GUN AGAIN IN USE AMONG THE 
KENTUCKY BOURBONS. 
LOUISVILLE, Oct, 13.—A startling story 
of outrage and persecution comes from Hick- 
man, a small town in the extreme south- west 
of this State. The most bitter hostility has 
been manifested toward the negroes by the 
Bourbons for a long time, and lately it has 
broken out intoa sort of guerrilla warfare that 
js resulting seriously, and, in some cases, fatal- 
ly, to the blacks. It is stated that the whole 


country is filled with men armed with 
rifles “and shot-guns, in pursuit of the 
negroes, and the latter have been buying 
quantities of powaer and shot, and 
making every preparation for a vigorous 
Hefense. A skirmish which resulted fataliy to 
at least one negro, night before last, is de- 
scribed by one of the hunted men, as follows: 
A negro named Dixon went to Hickman last 
Friday night, and in company with a white 
man named Lee, started to visit a saw mill. 
On their way they met a party of whites, 
among whom was a man named Edwards, 
who works at the mill, Edwards immediately 
began abusing Dixon, and finally assailed him 
and beat him terribly. On Monday the men 
met again, and Edwards said he was going 
to “kill the black nigger and all 
his gang and was going efter his gun.’”’ He 
then rode away on horseback. After he had 
left all the negroes, six in number, left the mill 
and hid in the woods. Edwards soon re- 
turned, accompanied by 14 white ruffians, 
armed to the teeth, and on learning what the 
negroes had done started in pursuit, swearing 
to kill them all. The negroes eluded them 
until Wednesday night, when the whites dis- 
covered them and ordered them to halt. The 
six fugitives, fearing immediate death, 
pbeyed, but simultaneousiy with the com- 
mand the whites leveled their guns and 
fired, severely wounding two of the 
negroes. ‘The latter then turned and fled, sep- 
arating into two parties as they ran. As Dixon 
was leaping over a fence a well-directed shot 
hit him between the shoulders and he fell dead. 
The pursuit was continued, but the remainder 
of the blacks, by scattering, managed to es- 
cape. Yesterday a negro named Norvill was 
discovered making his way to the State line. 
He was one of the hunted party and was badly 
wounded in the shoulders. ‘the negroes are 
well known in Hickman, and have generally 
been thought of as quiet and peaceable citi- 
yens. Reports say that the trouble has only

AT REPUBLICAN HEAD-QUARTERS. 


TWO MASS-MEETINGS FOR BRCOKLYN— 


DISCUSSING THE PLANS ®F THE DEM- 
OCRATS, 


Arrangements have been about perfected 
by the Repubitcan State Committee for two 
mass-meetings in Brooklyn, one at the Rink, 
in Clermont-avenue, on Oct. 19, the other at 
the Academy of Music, on Oct. 25. If possi- 
ble, Senator Warner Miller will be secured to 
speak at the Academy. The Rev. John P. 
Newman and the Hon. A. W. Tenney will 
probably deliver speeches at one of these 
meetings, The other speakers have not yet 
been decided upon. The Chairman of 
the Executive Committee of the State 
Committee, Gen. George H. Sharpe, 
has been snmmoned to his home in 
Ulster County to attend to some details of the 
local campaign in his district. Preparations 
are being made in Ulster for the nomination of 
Assemblymen, and Gen. Sharpe is expected to 
be a candidate again from the Kingston dis- 
trict. If a good Republican nomination is 
made in the Second District of Ulster it can be 
carried by the Republicans. Efforts will be 
made to bring this about, and one of the ob- 
jects of Gen. Sharpe’sreturn home is to attend 
to this matter. Mr. E. F. Patten, the present 
Democratic member from that district, is a 
candidate for re-election. Mr. Patten voted 
for Jay Gould’s elevated railroad tax relief 
bill, and also for the whitewashing of Judge 
Westbrook. 

Mr. John F. Smyth, the Chairman of the 
State Committee, is industriously engaged in 
perfecting the multitude of details incident to 
a State canvass. Mr. Smvth speaks confident- 
ly of the prospects of the ticket. Rumors 
have reached his committee that the Demo- 
crats are making a still hunt for Assemblymen 
this Fall, and that they will spend a large sum 
of money to secure an Assembly which will be 
in accord with the man whom they so confi- 
dently declare they will place in the Gover- 
nor’s chair. By the union of the County De- 
mocracy and of Tammany Hall the Demo- 
crats control one branch of the Lezgis- 
lature—the Senate, Unless a Democratic 
Assembly is secured this Fall, no Reapportion- 
ment bill can be passed by the Legislature, and 
the scheme of carving eut districts exclusively 
in the interest of Democratic Congressmen 
must be abandoned. Of course, with Grover 
Cleveland for Governor, any such scheme will 
receive his approval and become duly legal- 
ized by his signature. All these thoughts 
are discussed at the MKepublican bead- 
quarters, and due recognition is given to their 
importance. Secretary Foiger is still at the 
Hoffman House. He is not likely to return to 
Washington before Monday. He bas some pri- 
vate business to transact which will occupy 
most of his time while he is in the City. He 
visited ths Republican head-quarters, but re- 
mained only a short time. Mr. Howard Car- 
roll, candidate for Congressman at Large, was 
also a visitor. Secretary Folger says very 
frankly that none of his friends is authorized 
to circulate reports in regard to his resignation 
The opinion among well- 
informed Republicans is that he will not resign.

POSTAL SERVICE ECONOMY 


RESULTS OF HONEST WORK IN THE 
DEPARTMENT. 

THE RECEIPTS OF THE LAST FISCAL YEAR 
EXCEED THE EXPENDITURES BY MORE 
THAN $1,500,000—aN UNEXPENDED BAL- 
ANCE OF 8TAR ROUTE APPROPRIATIONS. 

Wasurneton, Oct. 13.—It was announced 
some time ago in THE Trmxs that the books of 
the Post Office Department would show, for 

the fiscal year which ended on June 30, 1882, a 

surplus of receipts over expenditures amount- 

ing to $1,500,000, The official figures were 

given to the public to-day and they show a 

surplus which slightly exceeds that sum. The 

total receipts were $41,876,410 15, and the total 
expenditures $40,039,634 75, so that the 
apparent surplus was $1,836,775 40. From 
this sum, however, must be subtracted liabili- 
ties to the amount ot about $300,000, leaving 
the actual surplus a little more than $1,500,000, 
The cost of the star route service by land was 
more than $2,000,000 less than the sum 
appropriated for it. The appropriation 
was $7,900,000, while the service cost 
only $5,704,066, leaving $2,195,534 of 
the appropriation unexpended. ‘There is 


still to be paid on this account from $60,000 to 
$75,000, but the amount unexpended cannot 
fall below $2,100,000. The amount of the ap- 
propriation was governed by Brady, whose 
estimate of the cost of the service for the year 
was $8,260,000, Notwithstanding the great 
increase in cost, the number of accounts for 
star service was greater by 8,420, or about 14 
per cent., than in the previous year, 

With the star service by land should be con- 
sidered the star service by water, or steam- 
boat service. The appropriation was $925,000, 
of which only $563,505 was used, leaving $361,- 
495 unexpended. Brady’s estimate, which 
Congress slightly reduced, was $1,000,000, The 
department’s work of revision after Brady’s 
removal was directed toward both of these 
branches of the service. The cost of both for 
the year was $2,557,000 less than the appro- 
priations, and about $3,000,000 less than 
Bees estimates. The cost of the two 
branches of the service for the last two years 
is shown by the following figures, taken from 
the Auditor’s reports:

The work of cutting down the fraudulent 
and useless star and steam-boat service as one 
result of the star route investigation began in 
the last quarter of the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1881, and the report for that year showed 
that in that quarter there was made an aggre- 
gate reduction of $937,000 in the annual cost 
of the services, anda net reduction of $615,- 
000. At the end of the first quarter of the 
next fiscal year nearly as much more had been 
cut off. The official figures, made public to- 
day, also show that of the appropriation for 
railroad mail lines, which was a little 
more than $11,000,000, $365,000 {remains 
unexpended, while the cost of postal 
car transportation was $122,000 less than the 
appropriation. The cost of the railway mail 
and postal car service has steadily inereased 
since the beginning of the year, owing to the 
building of new roads. For the first quarter 
of the year the cost was a little less than 
$2,500,000, while in the last quarter it was only 
a few thousand dollars less than $3,000,000,

fourth of the surplus for the last fiscal year, so 
$39,461,366 30 may not be regarded as an ac- 
curate indication of what the amount of sur- 
plus for the current fiscal year will be. It 
should also be said that certain expenditures 
for the current year do not appear to any 
great extentin the amount expended in the 
first quarter just ended. The large additional 
force in the Pension Bureau has not got fairly 
at work yet, and for that reason the pension 
pay ments have not been as large as they will 
be in the remaining quarters.

It is understood that its course caused 
it to lose circulation and good will, especially 
after its editor’s testimony in the recent trial. 
It is the intention of its new owners to pub- 
lish a paper that will deserve and enjoy the 
respect of the people.

Department from the Chief Postal Clerk on 


the Chattanooga Railroad, to the effect that 
the mails are being overcrowded with circulars 
mailed by the various Matrimonial and Birth- 
day Mutual Benefit Associations in the State 
of Tennessee. The Postal Clerk also reports 
that the Attorney-General for Tennessee has 
instructed the Grand Jury of the State to in- 
dict the principals of these organizations for 
carrying ona fraudulent business, The mat- 
ter has been referred to Chief Special Agent 
Parker, who will make an investigation as to 
the legality of the business.

Hamilton, of the Marine Hospital Service, ex- 
presses a hope that a member of that service 
may be stationed at Sitka, and states that for 
three months past there has been raging there 
—confined chiefly, however, to the Russian 
creole population and Indians—a disease re- 
sembling the black measles combined with 
scarlet fever, making that a plague-stricken 
community. Those taken have nearly all died, 
and the Russians have been more than deci- 
mated. Collector Morris then says: ‘ Capt, 
Frederick Pearson, of the United States steam- 
er Wachusett, has turned a deaf ear to the 
piteous appeals made to him for he!p, and took 
his ship and both medical officers away to 
Wrangel [sland, leaving a Lieutenant of Ma- 
rines and guard here without medicines or 
medical attendance and a plague-stricken com- 
munity to die. One of his surgeons volun- 
teered to remain here, but he would not let 
him, and while he remained here he kept his 
ship in strict quarantine. I presume he is 
proof against a court-martial, but his course 
has been a disgrace to the American Navy. 
* * * Were it not that I knew long since 
he was going to be relieved I should have ere 
this preferred formal charges against him to 
the Navy Department.” 


AN ACTOR'S DIVORCE. 


CHARLES R. THORNE, JR.’8, FIRST WIFE 
CONTESTING ITS LEGALITY. 

Boston, Oct. 138.—The case of Thcrne 
against Thorne was before the Supreme Court to- 
day. This is the case of Ellen Thorne, the 
first wife of Charles R. Thorne, Jr., the actor. 
The libel sets forth that Ellen Thorne, 
of this elty, is the lawful wife of Charles R. 
Thorne, Jr.; that they were united in wed- 
lock in Boston, April 24, 1859, and_ that 
Grace E. Thorne, a daughter of that marriage, 
was born in October, 1860, and is now living with 
her mother in Boston. The libelee petitions that 
the union may be dissolved and a divorce granted 
on account of the alleged unlawful relations 
existing between Charles R. Thorne and Mary 


Swift Brown. This libel was filed in April, 1880. 
The court,in June, 1880, ordered a payment of 
alimony at the rate of $1,000 per year 
during the pendency of the suit. Mrs. Thorne, a 
rather petite womun of modest mien, richly but 
quietly attired in black silk, was called to the 
witness stand, and testified in a low voice 
to the circumstances of her marriage with the ac- 
tor as alleged in the libel. She said that they lived 
together until about 1861 or 1862; that thay then 
separated; then came together again in 1865, and 
continued so living until 1871, since whicn time 
they have lived apart. 

J. Albert Butler testified that in 
he was night clerk at the 
in this city, and remembéred 
month ** Charles R Thorne, 
wife’ had been registered in his presence, 
the couple taking a room. Counsel for the libel- 
ant then stated that, with the permission of the 
court, he would read some interrogations that had 
been propounded to Mr. Thorne. The first of 
these was as follows: ‘“* Whether you have 
not lived in New-York some years prior to the 
filing of this libel with some woman as 
your wife? Is not the name of this 
woman Mary Swift Brown?’ The answer 
was, In substance, “I have done so, and with 
the lady mentioned. She is my actual and 
legal wite. I was divorced from my first wife in 
July, 1872, in the court of Hancock County, 
Indiana. ‘The libelant was aware of this legal pro- 
ceeding, due notice of the suit having been served 
upon her. After obtaining the divorce [ married 
again, and have since lived with my second wife 
in New-York and elsewhere.” 

Counsel for the libelant stated after the reading

legally obtained, and that it would not be urged in 
defense. He thought it could be shown, if neces- 
that Thorne bad never gone to Indiana 
at all in regard to the divorce action. Counsel 
for tne defense replied that Mr. Thorne had be- 
lieved that the divorce was proper and correct, 
and that throughout he had acted tn good faith, 
thinking himself guiltv of no criminal action in 
entering into marriage relations with Mrs. Brown 
Although this was his client’s position, yet, after 
the divorce papers had been carefully examined, 
several leading lawyers had given their opinion 
to the effect that the laws of Massachusetts 
weresuch that the divorce would not be con- 
sidered strictly valid here. Mrs. Ellen Thorne, 
being recalled to the stand, testified 
that no notice whatever of the divorce 
proceedings had been served upon her, nor until 
the filing of her own libel had she been aware that 
the libelee made any claim of having been ai- 
vyorced. 

The defense offered no testimony, counsel stat- 
ing that it was desired to refer the ques- 
tion of the legality of Mr. Thorne’s di- 
vorce to the court. If it was decided that 
this was invalid, the pesenns libel would not 
be contested. The chief issue in the caso 
would be as to the proper amount of 
alimony. Both  connsel desired to take 
the depositions of certain parties in New-York 
City before the hearing should be given on 
this issue. Since the pending of the libel 
Mrs. Eilen Thorne has been receiving, by 
order of court, $1,000 perannum. It is understood 
that she now seeks to obtain $20,000 as a single

THE CROPS OF MANITOBA. 


—~——__—- 


A FINE HARVEST WITH REMAREABLE YIELDS 


REPORTED, 

Sr. Pau, Minn., Oct. 13.—A Winnepeg spe- 
cial says: “ The Zimes this afternoon publishes 
eight columns of crop reports from Manitoba and 
other portions of the North-west territory. They 
show that the harvest this year has beena splendid 
one aud satisfactory in every respect, The season 
was, on the whole, favorable. The Spring was 
late and in many places wet, so that seeding was 
delayed, while the Fail, being remarkably dry, did 
not suit root crops, although, of course, it enabled 


farmers to house their grain in fine condition, and 
rustis reported from only one point of Reinland, 
near Emerson. At Mowbray, 90 miles from Emerson, 
there was a hail-storm ou July 28 which seriously 
damaged grain. Late and early frosts are report- 
ed from one or two points, but the crops threugh- 
out the proviuce at large did not suffer to any ap- 
preciable extent from that cause. The average 
yield of wheat from all points was 30 bushels per 
acre, the largest yielu being reported at Miilford, 
where 104 bushels were thrasked off two acres. 
The smallest yield was in the Mowbray dis- 
trict, where the July hail-stourm played havoc 
with the crops. The yield of oats all 
over averaged 44 bushels per acre; barley, 30; 
roots, from 250 to 500, and peas, where grown, 
from 20 to 25 bushels. Fiax-seed was grown, and 
the yield was fair. The average yield of potatoes 
was 274 bushels. The largest yield reported was at 
Selkirk, where 400 bushels were raised off balf an 
acre of sod at the first breaking. ‘Une hay crop 
was exceedingiv heavy and well saved. An enor- 
mous area of new land was broken this year ready 
for next year’s cropping. Stock-raising is still in 
its infancy. In some of the older districts the 
farmers are importing good breeds from Eastern 
Canada, and the richness of the prairie grasses will 
enable them to turn Summer-fed stoek at the mini- 
mum of eost. Agricultural machinery is coming 
inio use all over. In one district 45 self-binders 
were at work in one field. Settlers everywhere 
complain of difficulty in getting produce to mar- 
kets, and the ory js universal for more railroads. 
Owing to their distance from market, settlers in 
many parts have been deterred from grain- 
sowing.”

AFFAIRS IN FOREIGN LANDS 


THE FUTURE OF THE IRISH LAND 
AGITATION. 
PROGRAMME FOR THE NATIONAL CONVEN- 
TION NEXT WEEK-—-A NEW LEAGUE TO 
BE ORGANIZED—PEASANTRY STOP FOX- 
HUNTING. 

Dusiin, Oct. 13.—Invitations for the 
National Cenference to be held next week 
have been serit to 1,500 persons, including all 
the delegates to the National Convention of 
1881, and all the “tsuspects” who were im- 
prisoned during the administration of Mr. 
Forster as Chief Secretary. The main busi- 
ness to come before the conference will be the 
proposition to found a new national organiza- 
tion, probably under the title of the Irish 
National League. The conference will be in- 
vited to select an Organizing Committee to 
settle the details of the new organization. 
The committee will be empowered to summon 
a regularly elected convention, which will 
choose an executive, to whose guidance the 


affairs of the League will be intrusted. A 
statement of the balance of the Land League 
fund now on hand will be submitted to the 
conference, and a detailed account of the ex- 
penditure made to the new executive for audit. 
Subscribers to the Mansion House fund will 
be, ipso jacto, entitled to membership in the 
new organization. It is believed that the 
principal object of the Irish League will be 
the prosecution of a vigorous agitation for the 
amendment of the Land act as a preliminary 
to the abolition of landlordism by purchase. 
Special stress will be laid on the definition 
of Mr. Healy’s clause, so as to se- 
cure to tenants the entire value of their 
past and future improvements, on the admis- 
sion of lease-nolders to the benefit of the act, 
and on the advance of the entire purchase 
money by the State ata low rate of interest, 
the principal to be paid during an extended 
period. Proposals will also be advocated for 
the purchase of poor rack-rented estates for 
the benefit of tenants. The claims of laborers 
to better dwellings and ailotments will be in- 
corporated in the programme. Laborers will 
be invited to co-operate in obtaining such im- 
provement in the Land act as will enable 
farmers to deal generously with them. The in- 
dustrial revival wul be assisted by local organi- 
zations for fostering the demand for Irish man- 
ufactures. Other points of the programme are 
the payment of members of Parliament, the 
extension of the franchise, and the establish- 
ment of a system of elective county Govern- 
ments. It is understood that at the confer- 
ence a deputation from the Home Rule League 
will announce the dissolution of that body and 
the resignation of its functions into the hands of 
the new Irish League, of which national self- 
government will be the basis. 

The United Ireland announces that the 
prospectus of the Irish Banking Company is 
in circulation. The proposed capital of the 
company is £1,000,000. The project was re- 
ceived favorably at a preliminary meeting 
held here.

CLONMEL, Oct. 15.--At the Curraghmore 
Hunt, in County Waterford, the farmers and 
peasantry on the estate belonging to Mr. 
Patrick Power, father of Richard Power, 
member of Parliament, assembled in great 
numbers and so effectually stoned the hounds 
belonging to the Marquis of Waterford’s pack

ATHENRY, Ireland, Oct. 13.—A largely at- 
tended convention of residents of County Gal- 
way was held here to-day to consider the ques- 
tions of home government, Jand law reform, 
Irish manufactures, &c. None of the clergy 
was present. The Police attended the meeting 
and took notes of the proceedings. The con- 
vention declared that Capt. Nolan and Mr. 
Mitchell Henry, members of Parliament for 
County Galway, had both forfeited the confi- 
dence of the electors, 

LiverRPOOL, Oct. 13. — Lord Northbrook, 
First Lord of the Admiralty, speaking here to- 
night of the beneficial effects of the Land act, 
expressed the belief that a turning-point had 
been reached in the affairs of Ireland. The 
number ot outrages, he said, had decreased, 
and rents were being freely paid. The Right 
Hon. Henry Fawcett, Postmaster-General, in 
a speech, said the chief danger threatening 
the Liberal Party was more tikely to come 
from within, With the settlement of the Egyp- 
tian question and the improved condition of 
Ireland, domestic legislation would come to 
the fore. Referring to the proposition for the 
nationalization of land, Mr. Fawcett said he 
could not see that it was a practicable one. 
Whether the Government lost or retained the 
Irish vote in Lancashire they were resolved 
not to depart one single step from the path of 
strict justice in lreland,

SEQUELS TO THE EGYPTIAN WAR. 
CONFISCATING THE PROPERTY OF REBELS 
AND PREPARING FOR ARABI’S TRIAL. 


ALEXANDRIA, Oct. 13.—The Egyptian 
Minister of Finance is in possession of a list of 
landed properties belonging to the leaders of 
the rebellion, which are worth in the 
aggregate 4£2,000,000. It is believed that 
much of this property will be 
confiscated. Seventeen natives implicated in 
the June massacres here have been arrested in 
the interior and brought to Damanhour. 

Upward of 3,000 persons have lodged claims, 
amounting to £6,000,000, for losses sustained 
after the bombardment of this city. 

Carro, Oct. 13.—Sir Edward Malet has is- 
sued a circular to the British consular agents 
in Egypt requesting thei to send him a list of 
the political prisoners in their respective tewns, 
and to watch that the Khedive’s order for the 
humane treatment of the prisoners be carried 
out. 

An officer who had acted under orders of 
Suleiman Fashu revealed to-day what he 
knew of the burning of Alexandria, but the 
tribunal before which be was examined failed 
to extort any evidence from him criminating 
the leaders of the rebellion. 

Tunis, Oct, 13.—Mr. Broadley, an English 
barrister, has left here for Egypt to defend 
Arabi Pasha. 

Lonpon, Oct. 13.—The Times prints a letter 
from Mr. Wilfrid Blunt to Mr. Gladstone 
protesting against the action of the Egyptian 
authorities in preventing counsel from seeing 
Arabi to prepare his defense. Mr. Blunt observes 
that the trial will be over before a conclusion 
is arrived at satisfactory to any one but those 
who have designed the prisoner's death. 

BerneE, Oct. 18.—The Federal Council has 
prohibited recruiting for Kgypt. 

Lonpon, Oct, 14.—A Cairo correspondent 
telegraphs as follows: ‘i have just seen one of 
the principal Egyptian Ministers. He declares 
that neither he nor his colleagues will remainin 
Egypt unless Arabi Pasha and the other rebel 
leaders be executed. He said he had complete 
confidence that Arabi could be proved to have 
given strict orders to burn Cairo. The trial 
of the leaders is now definitely fixed for Mon- 
day.”

QUICK TRANSIT TO BOSTON. 


REFUSAL TO GRANT A CERTIFICATE OF IN- 
CORPORATION TO THE PROJECTED LINE. 


Boston, Oct. 13.—The application of the 
projectors of the Quick Transit New-York and 
Boston Iniand Railroad enterprise for a certificate 
of incorporation was denied to-day by the Rail- 
road Commissioners. The certificate was refused 
on the ground that the condition precedent to 
granting it, that the capital stock shall have been 
subscribed by responsible persons, has not been 
fulfilled. The Commissioners say in their decision: 
“ The capital of this company is $500,000. It could 
not be less than $440,000 by law. Seventy-five 
shares are subscribed for by individuals as 
to whom no question is made. The remainder 
are subscribed for by the New-York Construction 
Company. That company's capital has been fixed 


at $36,000. It bas had in its treasury a littie over 
$30,000, almost all of which has been paid out for 
surveys and other services. Its assets, excluding 
surveys, would be all required to pay the present 
liabilities. In addition to this it has subscribed 
about $600,000 for construction in Connecticut and 
$200,000 in New-York. Some of the stockholders 
are men of wealth, but as individuals they have only 
taken three shares each. Of course, their wealth 
would be of no avail to the railroad corpora- 
tion or to its creditors. If each of these corpora- 
tors were worth a million the construction com- 
pany’s responsibility would not be increased. The 
question is whether such a subscriber is a responsi- 
ble party. If the word has any meaning the an- 
swer must be No. The object of subscribing 
through a corporation is to avoid liability, or, in 
other words, to avoid responsibility. The defini- 
tion of ‘responsibility’ in common use is ‘capable 
of discharging an obligation.’ In this sense a char- 
tered company with acapital of $36,000, and with 
no availubie assets, is not responsible for a sub- 
scription of $500,000. A good test of responsibility 
is to ask what sum the noteof sueha eorporation 
would command, and the answer is piain. The 
liability of the company is to-day limited to $36,000, 
and this sum has been expended. The note of the 
company would be worthless. It is said that the 
object in having the capital of the construction 
company so small is not to evade the railroad law, 
but simply to avoid taxation. However innocent 
and praiseworthy such a motive may be. it does 
not make the corporation responsibie. The board 
has been asked to trust the honor of the stock- 
holders in this construction company, but the 
statute calls for legal responsibility. and no rule 
of honor has ever held that stockholders were 
ever morally responsible for the obligations of 
aproperly conducted corporation, because it is 
universally known that they are not legaily bound,”

ARCHBISHOP PURCELL’S ANNIVERSARY. 

CINCINNATI, Oct. 18.—Archbishop Purcell 
to-day celebrated the forty-ninth anniversary of 
his consecration as Bishop of Cincinnati. He is 
one of the oldest Bishops in the world. His con- 
secration took place in the cathedral in Baltimore 


in 1833 in the presence of a congregation which 
was estimated to number 4,000. He was then 33 
years of age, and had become distinguished for his 
theological acumen and devotion to the Church. 
He was consecrated by Bishop Whitefield, the 
fourth Bishop of _ Baltimore, assisted by 
Bishops Dubois and Kendrick. An intimate 
friend, Father Eccleston, preached the con- 
secration sermon. Of those who participated in 
the ceremenies, none but Archbishop Purcell are 
now living. Theanniversary was celebrated at the 
Convent of the Ursuiines, in Brown County, where 
the venerable Archbishop has been in retirement 
for the last two years. Bishop Elder, Bishop 
Teebbe, and Bishop Chatard were among those 
who paid their respects to the aged prelate.

SHOT DOWN BY AN EDITOR 


COL. A. W. SLAYBACK, OF 8T. LOUIS, 
KILLED. 
HE GOES TO THE ‘‘ POST-DISPATCH’’ OFFICA 
FOR SATISFACTION AND IS SHOT BY JOHN 
A. COCKRELL —GREAT EXCITEMENT 
CAUSED BY THE EVENT. 

Sr. Lours, Oct. 13.—The business part ot 
this city was thrown into a state of high ex- 
citement about 5:30 o’clock this evening 
by a report which flew from _ street 
to street and block to block with 
the rapidity of thought, that John A, 
Cockrell, managing editor of the Post-Dis- 

‘patch, had snot and killed Col. A. W. Slay- 
back, a prominent lawyer and well-knowu 
politician of this city. The particulars of 
how the shooting occurred cannot be 
stated at this writing, as no one directly com 
cerned in the matter will make a statement{ 
but Henry W. Moore, city editor, who was sit 
ting at his desk writing, says that while Col. 
Cockrell, John M. McGoffen, business man- 


ager, and Victor T. Cole, foreman, were hold 
ing a business conference in the editorial- 
room, Col. Slayback, accompanied by W. H. 
Clopton, entered the local-room and ou 
toward the editorial-room, the door to whith 
was closed. Mr. Moore turned in his chair 
and they passed by and observed that Col. 
Slayback, as he opened the door with his 


left hand, had _ his — hand in his pis-' 
ess 


tol-pocket, and in than half a 
minute after Slayback entered Cockrell’ 
room, Moore heard the report of a pistol He 
immediately sprang up, and on entering the 
editorial-room found Slayback stretched on 
the floor and Cockrell bending over 
him, apparently wiping blood from his 
face. Cockrell asked Moore to send for a 
physician, which he did, and a few minutes 
later Dr. McCarty arrived, but not un. 
til Slayback was dead, he having died 
about three minutes after being shot 
Meanwhile, Cockrell washed his hands, and i 
less than five minutes after the fatal shot war 
fired he and McGuffen entered a carriage and 
droveaway. It wassaid they went to Four 
Courts and surrendered to the Chief of Police, 
but subsequent inquiry proved that such was 
not the ease, and it is not yet known whera 
Cockrell is. 

Col. Slayback’s brother, Cnarles E. Slay- 
back, President of the Merchants’ Exchange, 
was immediately informed of the sad event, 
and he gave directions for the disposal of the 
body, which was sent to the dead man’s home, 
The ball from Cockrell’s pistol entered Slay- 
back’s left side, near the heart, and ranged 
upward. Whether it entered the heart 
is not known, but it must have pen- 
etrated the lungs. An immense crowd 
gathered round the Vost-Dispatch office, 
and remained there until long after dark. 
The deplorable affair seems to have grown out 
of the publication of an editorial article: by the 
Post-Dispatch this evening stating that Col. 
Siavback, in a speech at a political meeting in 
the Eighteenth Ward last night, applied strong, 
vile, and virulent epithets to the Post-Dispatch 
and its conductors, making charges which he 
knew to be a lie. In retaliation for this the 
paper reproduced a card published about a 
year ago by John M. Glover, a well-known 
lawyer, in which the writer charges Col 
Slaybaek with cowardice. 

Boston, Oct. 13.—A special to the Herald 
from St. Louis says: “Col. John A, 
Cockrell, editor of the Post-Dispatch, this 
afternoon shot and killed Col. A. W. 
Slayback, who had gone to the office 
for satisfaction or fight. The following from 
an extra of an evening paper gives a fair 
outline of the facts: “As this issue of 
the Chronicle goes to press it wouid 
seem as though the entire population 
of the city was surging in one immense crowd 
toward the office of the Post-Dis<atch, at- 
tracted thither by the exciting news that 
Col, A. W. Slayback had been killed 
by Jobn Cockrell, editor of that paper. 
At about 5:30 o’clock Col Slayback and W., 
H. Clopton were seen turning the corner of 
Fourth and Market streets talking together in 
an excited mood, and evidently tending in the 
direction of the Post-Dispatch Building. The 
stairs leading to the repertorial rooms were 
climbed in haste and Cockrell and Slayback 
met face to face. The Colonel began to denounce 
Cockrell in a scathing manner for the assaults 
made upon him by the Post-Dispatch, and, in 
the fury which had taken possession of him, 
the Colonel drew a revolver from his pocket. 
Cockrell, who had the advantage by 
reason of his self-possession, also drew 
his revolver and fired at or gg 
who fell mortally wounded and die 
ina few moments afterward. His corpse if 
still within the room surrounded by a panic< 
stricken crowd of friends. The trouble, which 
terminated so tragically, dates back to 4 
political meeting held last evening, in which 
Col. Slayback made a bitter onslaught on 
the Post-Dispatch and its reporters, to which 
the paper responded this evening by un- 
complimentary references to Col. Slayback, 
which rendered him so indignant that he 
visited the office to demand satisfaction, 
The above was gleaned amid the hurry and 
confusion immediately following the tragedy, 
and may not be quite correct in details, 
though the main facts are given. The imme- 
diate cause of Col. Slayback’s action is su 
posed to be the following, which appeared 
the Post-Disvatch this afternoon: 


“Mr. Alonzo W. Slayback, an individual whose. 


chief claim to distinction rests upon the fact that 
he is the law partner of Col. James 
O. Brodhead, rose in a meeting of Demo¢ 
cratic ward politicians in this city last night, 
and without personal provocation proceeded ta 
apply a string of vile and virnlent epithets to 
the Post-Dispatch and its conductors, making 
charges which he knew to be false. This is the 
same A. W. Silayback of and concerning whom the 
following card was published in this city by John 
M. Glever on the 11th day of November, 188i. 
Mr. Glover recently ran as a Democratia 
candidate for Congress in the Ninth District and 
received a hearty indorsement from the Demo<« 
cratic voters of character. Mr. Glover is alive yet.” 

The letter referred to above was an open one 
and accused Col. Slayback of cowardice. 


Crncinnatr, Oct. 14.—A special to the 
Gazette from St. Louis says: ** Fore 
man McGovern, who saw the shoot 
ing, says that McCockrell was at 14 
table, on which his pistol was lying. 1 & 
Slayback said to Mr. Cockrell: ‘‘Is that pist 
for me?’

killing him almost instantly. Cockrell 
telegraphed Mr. Pulitzer, proprietor of th¢ 
paper, and it is believed that he and 
Mr. McGovern are in consultation wit 
Gov.

i LARGH CONVENTION DELIBER- 
ATING ON THEIR GRIEVANCES. 

WNDIGNATION AT THE DISCHARGE OF VETE- 
RANS FROM THE CIVIL SERVICE—A 
STRONG DEMANL FOR RECOGNITION— 
THE RIGHTS OF THE SOLDIERS TO BE 
MAINTAINED. 


A large convention of Grand Army dele- 
gates from posts throughout the State was held 
jast evening in response to the call of John A. Dix 
Post, G. A. R., No. 185, at the Hotel Schilling, No. 
$64 Sixth-avenue. The rolls of the Secretary 
showed that 55 posts were represented by delegates, 
many of them from a distance, and letters from 81 
pther posts haa been reeeived, all evincing sym- 
pathy with the movements, and naming commit- 
fees to act with the othersin future work. ‘Che 
tonvention was'called to order by Morgan Morgans, 
Tr., Chairman of the Dix Post committee, and on 
motion he was made temporary chairman. He read 
ihe call issued by the post calling attention to 
the fact that in recent discharges of employes from 
service in the various departments of the Govern- 
ment, discriminations had been made against 
veterans, and that in the re-employment of men, 
reterans had been neglected. Mr. Morgans fol- 


owed in a few remarks, stating the course pro- 
posed to be pursued. Comrade August Harring- 
ion, of Post No. 130, Warsaw, N. Y., 
roneratulated the committee on the hearty re- 
sponse to their circular, but it was the natural re- 
sponse to a circular making known the fact that the 
nights of veterans were being ignored by those in 
power, and this contrary to law. It was not prob- 
able that there was any great difference of opinion 
among those composing the meeting as to what 
should be done; the Guestion was how to do it 
effectively and properly. They must bear in mind 
that on the outside there were men who did not 
love the organization, and men who were willing to 
misrepresent it, perhaps because they did not un- 
derstand it. They were not here for the purpose of 
alding this political party or that—not for any par- 
tisan purpose. He knew Democrats in the organi- 
vation as noble men as they had, and it was equal- 
ly so as to the Republicans. In the encampment 
they forgot these tines. He moved the appoint- 
ment of a committee to prepare resolutions giving 
full expression in this regard, and embodying at 
the same time the sense of the convention regard- 
Ing the subject named in the circular. 

Comrades Harrington, Walker, Story, Merritt, 
and Campbell were selected as this committee, and 
Comrades Terry, Isaacs, Watson, Wharton, and 
Leary as the Committee on Permanent Organiza- 
tion. During the absence of these committees a 
discussion arose as to the advisability of 
holding a strictly Grand Army meeting, some 
of the delegates contending that it should be con- 
fined entirely to those with credentials from the 
lifferent posts. They were few in number, how- 
ever. Comrade Kay, of Winchester Post, No. 
197, of Brooklyn, thought that Cooper In- 
stitute would be a good place for such 
A-- meeting. They are a body of sober, 
intelligent men, only anxious to protect the rights 
of soldiers, and the svoner the publie was inter- 
ested in the matter the sooner the Grand Army of 
the Republic would receive full recognition. 
Comrace Barrett said the Grand Army had 
never known its powor. It was a power in 
this country, and it was the duty of the members 
to protect themseives and each other. While they 
were out fighting the battles of their country the 
people at home got ahead of them in the battle of 
life, and they came home and found their old places 
plosed avainst them. The Government came forward 
ind offered to protect the soldier, but at last they 
had finally been left in the cold again through the 
seeming action of subordinates, He thought this 
meeting would bring about a method of redress. 
if the Grand Army realized its powerand used 
it judiciously and wisely it would soon be able to 
pommand respect. 

The Committee on Permanent Organization re- 
ported the tollowing officers, to serye for one year: 
Chairman—Andrew M. Underhill Post No. 1385; Vice- 
Chairmen—John H. Walker, Post No. 110; Augustus 
Harringten, Post No. 130; John Reattie,Post No. 69; 
Secretaries—George W. Roberts, Post No. 135, and 
Florenee Leary Post, No. 186: Treasurer—E. W. 
Breuninghausen, Post No. 32. Opposition was 
made to the name of Comrade Beattie on the 
ground that he was an office-holder, holding a 
county appointment, and this was centinued 
even after the report was adopted, and 
he at last positively declined to. serve, 
though the committee were anxious that he shonid 
do so. Comrade McDermott. of the same post, 
Was substituted in his place, and at the same time 
Comrades Riordan, of Post No. 67, Ferguson, Pest 
No. 20; Story, Post No. 46; Clark, Post No, 58, and 
Walker, of Post No. 92, were added to the list 
of Vice-Presidents. On motion of Col. Day, of 
John A. Dix Post. it was resolved that the General 
Committee should consist of one delegate from 
each post in the State. and that the Chairman 
should appoint an Executive Committee of 10 
from among those present, that no time might be 
Jost in beginning work. 

The Committee on Resolutions then made their 
report, and the followlug were adopted by a unan- 
jmous vote:

Ralior shoutd be denied «2 piace in the civil service 
this Government so long as there are places he is 
fitted to fili, and no political party has the right to 
proscriie these men. 

IV. That we point with pride tothe veteran soldiers 
ofthat army which rose at the callof the martyred 
Lincoin to preserve free government in this land, 
whose discharges are certificates of service for the 
eountry when service was sacrifice, who are not beg- 
gars for plaves, who want nosinecures, who hava 
earned the rizitt to serve In peace the Government for 
which they volunteered to firht in war. 

V. That, equal capacity being assured, such men 
should bave preference in appointments under a Gov- 
prnment where statute and patriotic sentiment alike 
prohibit discrimination against them in the various 
Hepartments of the puplic service. 

We do, therefore, pledze ourselves by all legiti 
mate methods to maintain the rights and assert the 

rivileges of the veteran soiaters and sailors of this 
and whenever, wherever, and by whom those rights 

and privileges shall be menaced. 
, Comrade Bullard, of Phil Kearney Post, No. 8, 
was called upon, and his remarks were repeatedly 
applauded. He said he was surprised that the del- 
egates evelected from that post to attend 
the convention had proved derelict -to their 
duty.

fHE RUMOR OF LARGE DEFALCATIONS IN 
THE CITY DEPARTMENTS NOT TRUE. 
Considerable excitement was created both 
jn Newark and in this City yesterday by the re- 
port that defalcations or discrepancies in the ac- 
pounts of Nowark City officials had been discov- 
pred to the extent of ‘a third of a million dollars.” 
The rumor probably grew out of the fact thata 
sub-committee of the Common Council of that 
pity had discovered an additional discrepancy of 
812,000 in the accounts of the former City Auditor 
Frederick A. Palmer, now in the State prison, 
which brings the total of his defalcations up to 
nearly $800,000. Coupled with this was the fact 
sewed Isaac A. Lewis, the expert employed by Mayor 
g to investigate the accounts of the bie no 
pity departments, had discovered discrepancies In 
the accounts of the Police Justices. ‘The facts in 
relation to the latier matter, as nearly as can be as- 
rtained, are that in the accounts of the six 
ustiees who have occupied the benches of the 
two Police courtsin Newark during the past 12 
rs there is an apparent discrepancy between 
he fines imposed and those purported to have 
been paid during that period of about $1,000. That 
thatesum has been stolen during the period men- 
tioned is not asserted. The city authorities fa- 
mitar with the proceedings of the Police courts 
gay that the discrepancy is undoubtedly due rather 
to negligence and a careless method of keeping the 
books of the courts than to any peculations. How 
this might happen is explained by a prominent 
officer of the city in this way: ‘‘ A fine of say $10 
sed upon some man unable to pay. Ho is 
committed, and, rather than have him go to jail, 
friends skirmish around and get say $5 together.

ELECTRIC LIGHT IN THE CARS. 


—}-——-—-——. 


A SUCCESSFUL TRIAL ON THE PENNSYLVANIA 
ROAD. 

Persons in the rear car of a local train 
leaving Jersey City at 7:38 o’clock last even- 
ing, On the Pennsylvania railroad, were sur- 
prisea at the ease with which they read the 
evezing papers, and discovered with manifest 
pleasure that it was lighted by electricity. In the 
car were several guests, invited by Col. J. R, Hos- 
mer, of the Light and Force Company, of this City, to 
inspect the new light, a trip being made to Newark. 
The car was lighted by seven incandescent lamps 
of the Edison make, fed from 80 Faure accumula- 
tors, which were placed in two boxes underneath 
the ear, one en eaxeh side. The cells were a part 
of the number brought over from Europe on the 


steam-ship Labrador, and which were fully de- 
scribed in Tur Timers of May 13, 1882, together with 
the method of their working. Each cell is 1154 
inches in length and 5!4 inches in breadth, and 1 
inches in depth. They are connected in a series, 
the main circuit to the lamps leaving the battery at 
the extreme ends. The boxes in which they were 
placed are 7 feet Ginches in length and 16 inches 
wide. roma switch in the closet of the cars the 
lights can be turned on or extinguished, while each 
lamp is provided with a switch socket, so that it 
can be used independently of the other lamps. The 
wires pass from the batteries along the sides of the 
cars, crossing over to each other where the lamps 
are plaeed. 

The lamps in the car last evening gavo asteady. 
powerful light, of 12-candle power, and when the 
train was going at fullspeed did not flicker in the 
least. When half the lights were turned out there 
was no appreeiable difference in the total light of 
the car, except that it wae softer and more pleas- 
antto read by. The heat from the lamps was 
about one-fifth of the amount produced by gas. 
The electricity stored in the aceumu- 
lators under the car is_ sufficient to 
keep all the lights running for 16 hours, 
without recharging. The car on the Pennsylvania 
Road is the first that has been lighted in this coun- 
try, and the light has been in use about two weeks 
and has proved satisfactory. It is lighted on the 
same principle as on the Pullman limited express 
between London and Brighton, England, where it 
has been in use for several months. It ix under the 
charge of Mr. W. Lachlan, who first introdueed the 
system of ear-lighting in Eurepe, and it has been 
experimented with on behalf of La Société la Force 
et la Lumiére, the owners of the Faure patents, 
which has intrusted the patents to the Light 
and Foree Company, of this City, a special branch 
for railway ear-lighting having been formed. 
For the use of the Pennsy!vania Road the aceumu- 
lators were charged by means of a small Edison 
dynamo, driven by a smail engine used for pump- 
ing gas. Five hours are necessary for recharging. 
It is claimed by the company that the cost for 
lighting cars will be one-half that of gas. It is pro- 
posed by the company to equip the Chicago lim- 
ited express with the light as soon as possible.

LOSSES BY FIRE. 


The large grain elevator owned and oscu- 
pied by Jobn Hurd, Bridgeport, Conn., was totally 
destroyed by fire at an early hour yesterday morn- 
ing, together with the contents. The building was 
a wooden structure, 50 by 40, and 100 feet high, 
covered With slate. It was built in 1971 at a cost 
of $30,000, and since that time many expensive im- 

rovements bad been added. The building con- 
ained 50,000 bushels of oats, 10,000 bushels 
each of corn and wheat, and 30 tons 
of mixed grain. The total loss on the building and 
contents is about $135,000, on which there is an in- 
surance of $42,500, distributed as follows: On 
building, $17,500; on contents, $25,000. The cause 
of the fire has net been definitely ascertained, but 
it is not thought to be incendiary. The débris of 
the falling building blocked the traoks of the New- 
York and New-Haven Railroad for hours, and all 
trains had to pass on the side track, which caused 
considerable delay inthe morning. 


About 2 o’clock yesterday morning a fire 
broke out in A. B. Huson’s hotei barn at Adams, 
Mass., which was quicklyj;destroyed, with its con- 
tents, including 4 horses, 15 tons of hay and 
grain, harness, wagons, &c. The livery barn of C. 
M. Totman, including 5 horses, 500 bushels of oats, 
a large quantity of Ly gee harness, and wagons, 
was also burned. HE. F. Ramsdell’s house and fur- 
niture were also badilv damaged. Mr. Huson, in a 
successful attempt to save a valuable horse, was 
dangerously burned about his head and hands and 
other parts of his y. His clothing was nearly 
all burned off. The doctors are unable to decide 
as to the probable result of his injuries. The total 
loss will aggregate, over the insurance, about 

000.

MURDERERS HANGED AND SENTENCED— 
MANY OFFENSES REPORTED YESTERDAY. 
Troy, N. Y., Oct. 13.—Harry Tomlinson, of 

Wilmington, Del., was convicted of grand lareeny 

in that city last September, and was sentenced to 

two years’ imprisonment and to receive 2) lashes. 

Tomlinson escaped from the officer while on the 

way to prison. He made his way to Philadelphia, 

whither he was traced, but he eluded his pursuers 
by reaching the roof through the scuttle, and pass- 
ing out of an adjoining building. A letter to his 
wife was intercepted a few days ago which proved 
that Tomlinson was at work im this city under an 
assumed name. Officer W. T. Jones, of Wilming- 
ton, reached Troy iast night, and, accompanied by 

Sergt. McMahon, of the First Precinct, he arrested 

Tomlinson at the Burden Iron-works, This morn- 

ing he was found unconscious in his cell covered 

with blood from a severe hemorrhage. He left for 

Wilmington to-night. 

MonrTPetirr, Vt., Oct. 18.—Frank Gifford, 
one of the parties alleged to have been concerned 
in the Northfield bank robbery, attempted to 
escape to-day from tie officer who had him in 
charge. The latter fired at him several times, and 
Gifford jumped ,into the river. He was finally 
captured, when he made another attempt to 
escape. He was at last locked up.

PENSACOLA, Fia., Oct. 13. 
The Board of Health of Pensacola find themse'ves 
reluctantly compelled to ask the benevolence of their 
fellow-citizens throughout the country in behalf of 
the sick and destitute of thiscommunity. There bas 
thus far been no abatement of the epidemic. On the 
contrary, its matignity and fatality secm to be on the 
increase. Business and trade are paralyzed. There 
is no work for hundreds who are dependent on dally 
labor for daily bread. They cannot go abroad in 
search of it, tor we are isolated from the world 
by a rigorous and impenetrable quarantine. The 
care of the sick and poor devolves almost exclusively 
upon this board. Our own resources are exhausted, 
Weare dependent upon the generosity of our fellow- 
eltizens abroad for the means of supplying the urgent 
wants of the sick, the dying, and the destitute. It te 
not improper under the circomstances to say that our 
own services are rendered gratuitously. No member 
of this board receives either fees or salary for his ser 
viees. As such we bave no personal interest in the 
matter except the common interest of humanity. In 
that interest we need help, and need it promptly.

THEY DEFEAT THE PHILADELPHIA CRICKET-

THE MURDER OF A. W. ROSS. 
NO POSITIVE CLUE YET OBTAINED, BUT AN 
IMPORTANT ARREST MADE,

2oss at Glendale. Oct. 11.—Huffman left Indianapolis 
for Chicago this morning. 


Porter had alsotwo Adams Express money en- 
velopes, addressed to himself in this city, from 
John Dixon, Philadelphia, dated Sept. 26. One was 
marked $600, the other $40. Neither had the ap- 
pearance of having passed through the company’s 
hands. Tho charge of carrying concealed weapons 
was made against Porter. An attempt will be 
made to trace Huffman. Porter says he thinks

WOMEN IN COUNCIL. 
CLOSING SESSION OF THE ASSOCIATION FOR 
THEIR ADVANCEMENT. 

PORTLAND, Me., Oct. 13.—The last execu- 
tive session of the Association for the Advance- 
ment of Women was called to order this morning 
by Miss Abbey May, in the absence of the Presi- 
dent, who was called away by a sudden family 
affliction. Reports were read from Massachusetts 
by Miss May, and from Nebraska by Mrs. Colby. 
The latter spoke of the suffrage campaign now in 
progress in that State. In Massachusetts certain 
changes in the law favorable to women were 
enumerated, such as that only one-half of 
their personal property shall go to their hus- 
bands and the other half shall be  in- 


herited by their children and other deseendants; 
the admission of women to the Bar, and the obli- 
gation to provide seats for female employes. Sta- 
tistics in regard to criminals were also given in all 
the prisons in the State to July 1, 188%. There 
were 3,009 male and 741 female ne. Fifteen 
per cent. of commitments of males were for crimes 
against persons, and only 6 percent, of women 
wete committed for these offenses. Twenty per 
cent. of the men were committed for crimes against 
property,and 18 per cent. of women. Sixty-five 
per cent. cf men and 81 per cent. of women were 
for crimes against public order and decency. 
Sarah W. Devoll made a report on Maine, In which 
she said that that State stands first in the ranks of 
wise activity.

& paper on politi¢al economy and finance. Miss 
May described a new association of women for the 
study of political education and kindred subjects, 
and urged women to join it. The head-quarters 
of this society are in New-York. Mrs. Lander, of 
Washington, was then introduced, and read a pa- 
per written by Prof. Maria Miteheil, entitled “A 
Study of Saturn,” in which the writer urged wom- 
en to join in the study of the satellites. Resolu-

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AN OIL COMPANY’S PURCHASE. 
THE STANDARD COMPANY GETS CONTROL OF 
THE RICHMOND AND DANVILLE ROAD. 


RALEIGH, N. C., Oct. 13.—It has been 
known here for some time that the Baltimore and 
Ohio Railroad Company were desirous of obtain- 
ing control of the Richmond and Danville Com- 
pany, and of all the railways under the control of 
that corporation. Great surprise was expressed 
last year when it was announced that the Rich- 
mond and Danville Company had secured a ma- 
jority of the stock of the North Carolina Midland 
Company, which had surveyed and begum to build 
a road from Danville to Statesville, N. C. The 
Midland, at that time, was controlled by the 


Baltimore and Ohio Company. The Richmond and 
Danville Company have many lines under lease, 
and have purchased others, and are bound for 
large sums of money annually, by way of rentals 
and for construction purposes. The Georgia Pa- 
cific is also a part of the system, and this road 
must be completed from Atlanta to Texarkana iu 
order to make a success of the Richmond and Dan- 
ville Company as a great through trunk line. It is 
given out here by persons who knaw that more 
money was needed for these purposes than the 
present syndicate who hold a majority of the 
Richmond and Danville stock could raise; that 
the Standard Oil Company, of Pennsylvania, 
represented here to have $75,000,000 of ready capi- 
tal, bave bought a controlling interest in the Rich- 
mond and Danyille Company, and that this oil com- 
pany really represents the Baltimore and Ohio Rail- 
road Company. It is also asserted that it is the in- 
tention of the new owners torun the system in the 
interest of Baltimore, and not do as much for Rich- 
mond as heretofore. Itis declared that the Georgia 
Pacific Road is to be pushed te a speedy comple- 
tion, and that communication is to be made with 
Chattanooga by the completion of the Western 
North Carolina Road to Ducktown and Chatanooga. 

It is further declared that the Chester and Lenoir 
Narrow Guage Railroad, recently leased by the 
Richmond and Danville Company, is to be hurried 
to completion from Lincolnton to the Cranberry 
Tron Works in Mitchell County, N. C., where con- 
nection is made with a railroad from Hast Ten- 
nessee. The object of this is to get the transporta- 
tion of the coal from the Kentucky mines, and 
also to put more capital into the iron-works, 
the Cranberry one being the equal of any 
in the United States. Another onject is 
to transport the opig-iron over the line 
by rail to West Point, Va., and thence by Clyde’s 
steamers to Philadelphia, and to the Pennsylvania 
Iron and Steel Company at Pittsburg. The nego- 
tiations of the Standard Oil Company for the pur- 
chase of a eontrolling interest in the Richmond 
and Danville Company have been in progress for 
more than a month, and it is this mandeuvre that 
has devressed the stock in the New-York market. 
It is understood here that the majority of the 
stock of the West Point Terminal Company, which 
is controlled by the Richmond and Danville Com- 
pany, is also to be swallowed up by the oil com- 
pany.

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NEWS FROM CHINA AND JAPAN. 

CONTRADICTORY REPORTS REGARDING THE 
COREAN TROUBLES—OTHER NOTES. 

YOKOHAMA, Sept. 26.—Crops of wheat 
raised from California grain in the Loo-Chkoo Isl- 
ands give such great satisfaction that large prep- 
arations have beer made for similar experiments 
in various parts of the empire. D. W. Stevens, for 
the past nine years Secretary of the United States 
Legation in Japan, returns to America by the City 
of Peking. It is reported that he is to assume the 
position of American Secretary of the Japanese 
Legation at Washington. T. P. Van Buren, United 
States Consul-General at Yokohama, will soon 
leave for home on leave of absence, desiring, it is 
reported, to obtain one of the American Judge- 
ships under the system proposed in imitation of 
the Euglish plan for Japan and China, in case that 
system is carried out. 

Extraordinary contradictions of previous news 
from Corea are continually received here. It is 
now stated positively that the Queen was not 
fatally poisoned, but was rescued and revived by 
members of her own family, who all kept the se- 
cret to insure her safety until Tai-on-Kun’s cap- 
ture and forced exile seemed to render conceal- 
ment no longer necessary. Divergent reports as 
to Tal-on-Kun are also in circulation, some deciar- 
ing that he will be detained in Peking until all the 
trouble has ended, others that he has aireaay 
reached Corea under a pledge of non-interference 
with pnblio aflaira. The envoy of Japan has started 
homeward from Corea, accompanied by a Corean 
Ambassador carrying apologies to Japan. The 
Jatter is a son-in-law of the Queen of Corea. The 
Japanese Envoy and his staff were cordially re- 
ceived by the Corean King before leaving Seoul. 

HonG Kone, Sept. 15.—The Chinese Gov- 
ernment is about to request that certain intelligent 
lads be admitted to the Naval and Military Aeade- 
mies of the United States, Li-Hung Chang, when 
called from the seclusion of mourning for his 
mother to supervise the Corean business, stopped 
on his way from Tilentsin at Che-Foo in order to 
have an interview with United States Minister 
Young. The interview was interesting, in view of 
published predictions by a certain clique that 
Mr. Young would not be received at all by Li-Hung 
or Prince Kung. Mr. Young exchanged friendlv 
calls with Prince Kung immediately after reaching 
Peking. 
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SUNDAY-SOCHOOL WORKERS. 
CLOSE OF THE PENNSYLVANIA STATE 
VENTION AT EASTON. 

Easton, Penn., Oct. 13.—Tho third day’s 
session of the Pennsylvania State Sunday-school 
Convention began this morning with devotienal 
exercises, conducted by the Rev. E. E. Butler, of 
Trinity Episcopal Church, Easton. A dissussion on 
the question of Sunday-school music was opened 
by Prof. W. J. Kirkpatrick, who was followed by 
Dr, E. L. Stockton and others, The degeneracy of 
Sunday-school songs into light sentimental 
“steff’ owas deplored. All the speakers 
urged the necessity of heving a reform in 
the music as given in «a majecrity of 
hymn-books fer children. The old church tunes 
were forgotten, and children learned nothing of 
value. The Rev. Dr, Frysinger was to have spoken 
on “Labor—Reward,” but was called home, and 
the next topic, ‘‘ International Work,” was taken 
up and discussed by E. Payson Porter, the Interna- 
tional Seeretary.

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 13.—The Tariff Com 
missioners arrivea here this morning from Wheel- 
ing, and opened their session in the Continental 
Hotel. The first witness heard was E. S. Wheeler, 
Secretary of the New-Haven Rolling Mill Company, 
who said that the present tariff did injustiee to tha 
New-Engiand manufacturers of bar tron. They 
wey dependent largely for tneir raw material on 
foreign wrought scrap. The ocean freight formed 
a heavy charge on its cost. With the duty added 
the protection was fully equal to 85 per cent., while 
the protection on manufactured iron was oniy 6 
percent. He believed that this refuse material, 
not including old rails, shou!d come in free of duty, 
and that the rate of duty on manufactured iron 
should be made to correspond. As representative 
of 14 wire manufacturers, Mr. Wheeler called at- 
tention to the desirability of a uniform and specific 
rate of duty on steel wire rods valued at less tiam 
24% cents per pound, at % cent per pound, or $16 3¢ 
perton. The present rate was 30 per cent. ad 
valorem, or $1122 perton. They were prepared to 
make that concession, but any advance beyond 44 
cent per pousd would involye the wiro manufac- 
turers in heavy losses. 

Joseph Wharton, of Philadelphia, presented a 
paper signed by himself, as President of the Bethle- 
hem Iron Company,’ and by Samuel M. Felton, 
President of tae Pennsylvania Steel Company, dis- 
senting from the rate of duty suggested by the 
iron and steel convention at Cresson on iron Gre. 
They conceded that that duty should be specific, 


but wanted it fixed at 50 cents per ton instead or 
85 cents, as asked by the convention. The present 
ad valorem duty of 20 per cent. was equal to about 
50 cents perton. The effect of a high duty upoa 
foreign iron ore was to handicap the stee! rail man- 
ufacturers on the sea-board. Mr. Wharton ex- 
pressed the belief that the consumption of Ameri- 
can ores had actually been increased by the im- 
portation of foreign Bessemer ores. There had 
been 800,000 tons imported last year, and it would 
require many excellent mines to furnish that quan- 
tity. There was no fear, therefore, of American 
Bessemer mines being neglected. There was a 
great market for their product. Samuel! M. Felton, 
President of the Pennsylvania Steel Company, 
made an argument in the same direction. 

B. Landreth, representing the firm of D. Lan: 
dreth & Sons, Philadelphia seedsmen, asked for 
such a revision of the tariff as would afford pro« 
tection on sneh seeds for farms and gardens as are 
successfully raised in this country, and give free 
entry to such seeds as cannot be raised here. He 
asked that the duty of 20 per cent on seeds that 
can be successfully grown here be inereased to 5 
per cent. C. C. Morse, of Santa Clara County, Cal., 
seed-grower, speke in the same interest. S. M. 
Wells, of Wethersfield, Conn., also madea state. 
ment on the subject of seeds. Marcel Van De 
Velde, Secretary of the American-Belgian Cham. 
ber of Commerce, read the report of Edward Seve, 
President of the Chamber, on the subject of 
the obstacles interposed by our tariff system 
against the introduction of works of art. It 
directs attention to the fact that nothing has been 
dene te awaken a taste for the fine artsin thig 
country, and that consequently the artistic feeling 
does not exist here; and states that the Custom- 
house is the greatest obstacie to the introduction 
of works of art; that not only do the duties in- 
crease the cost price of paintings, but they en- 
courage fraud and plagiarism, and disgust and 
discourage the dealers. It says that there have 
been in 1882 more than 30 exhibitions in the 
United States, and that, outside of the Belgian 
exhibition, hardly a twentieth part of the works 
exhibited belonged to foreigu schoois, aithough 
emulation {s much more necessary in art 
than in industry. A work of art was not 
so much an article of commerce as it 
was an object of teaching, and in a country 
that spent $84,000,000 annually fer pubiic 
instruction, it was remarkable that hardly $100,000 
was spent for teaching painting and seulpture. In 
conclusion, Mr. Seve suggested in the interest of 
artand of mankind, the complete suppression of 
Customs duties on works of art. W. McMahon 
called the attention of the witness to the fact that 
works of art, imported for the use of schools and 
institutes, were admitted free of duty, but Mr. Van 
DeVelde’s reply was, that the absence of foreig 
works of art from the walls of schools and insti- 
tutes was the best proof that that provision was 
not taken much advantage of. 

In the afternoon session George H. Ely, of Cleve- 
iand, Chairman of the Iron Ore Committee of the 
Cresson convention, argued in favor of the recom- 
mendation of that convention to increase the duty 
oa iron ores to 85 cents pertou. He expressod his 
regret at having heard the statements of Messrs. 
Wharton and Felton in opposition to that demand, 
and spoke of it as an unnatural allianee with for- 
eign intereats. This alliance represented only such 
an insigniticant fraction of the great body of 
American iron and steel industries that its position 
was hardiy entitled to consideration. It was a for: 
sign and not an American interest that was op- 
posed to an adequate protective duty on iron ore. 
The iron ore interest was also advocated by Joseph 
J. Doran, representing 19 fron ore producers of 
Virginia in Wythe and Smyth Counties: William 
U. Smith, of Piatusburg. N. Y.; Arthur F. Wendt, 
Secretary of the New-York Ore Producers’ Asso- 
ciation, and J. W. Pullman, of Phiiadelphia, iron 
ore producer in New-York and New-Jersey. 

Mr. Pullman’s paper criticised severely what it 
called ‘‘the blunders and misstatements” of Abram 
S. Hewitt before the commission at St. Paul. Mr, 
Wendt’s statement was as to relative ‘wages in the 
iron ore business in this and other countries. Mr. 
Smith read a letter from James A. Burdenon the 
subject of the supply of iron ore. He also read let- 
ters from other ore-producers in New-York State 
as to the capacity of their mines to supp!y ore and 
the resolution adopted by them declaring that tha 
duty on iron ore should not be less than $1 50 per 
gross ton. ; 

FP. J. Kimball, Pr@sident of the Shenandoah Vak 
ley Railroad and Vioe-President of the Norfolk and 
Western Raflroad, spoke as to the existence of 
Bessemer iron ore beds along the lines of those 
roads. Frederick Prime, Jr..of Philadelphia, rep- 
resenting the Alleatown Iron Company, made sn 
argument in favor of making the duty oniron $Y 
per ton. 

In the evening session a free trade argument 
(particularly as to wool) was presented on the part 
of William Dean, woolen manufacturer, of New- 
ark, Del. An argument was presented by Henry 
D. Metcalf, of Pawtucket, R. L, hair-cloth manw 
facturer, against any reduction of the duties og 
hair-clotk fabrics. The question of the duties ou 
silks was presented by Frank W. Cheney, of South 
Manchester, Conn., with a schedule of the pro- 
posed changes of rates. He said the silk manu- 
facturers did not ask any increase of duties, and 
were willing to submit to a moderate reduction. 
They asked for an average protection of 50 per 
cent. in lieu of 60. Further statements in relation 
to the silk business were made by John N. Stearns, 
of New-York, C. Lambert, of Paterson; Lonis 
Franke, of New-York; James Booth, of Paterson; 
Britton Richardson, of New-York, and William C. 
Wyckoit, of New-York, Secretary of the Silk 
Association of America. The commission, at 10:30 
o’clock, adjourned until to-morrow.

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NEWS FROM WASHINGTON. 
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THE RAILWAYS OF MEXICO. 

SENOR ROMERO CORRECTS WHAT HE CLAIMS 
TO BE ERRORS IN MR. JOHN BIGE- 
LOW’S RECENT ARTICLE. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.—Sefior Matias Ro- 
mero, Mexican Minister, has prepared a reply to 
an article which appeared in the October number 
of Harper's Magazine, written by ofr. John Bige- 
low, of New-York, entitled, ‘‘The Railway Inva- 
sion of Mexico.”’ Sefior Romero recognizes the 
fairness and justice of the artiolo in the main, es- 
pecially in treating of the Government and the 
political condition of the country, but he claims 
that Mr. Bigelow has fallen into errors of a 
very serious character in treating of railway 
matters, which, if not corrected, are likely 


to result in great injury to the interests 
of both the United States and Mexico. 
Sefior Romero’s reply is confined to a refutation 
of the position assumed in the articie, that the 
money invested in railroads in Mexico will not 
pay a reasonable interest, and that therefore it is 
not sate to make such investments. He says if this 
position is correct no other railroads will be under- 
taken, and even those now under construction 
may be seriously affected, but he thinks the ques- 
tion was fully investigated by the most experi- 
enced American railroad men before these enter- 
prises were undertaken, and that confidence in them 
a8 a good investment cannot easily be shaken. 
Setior Romero insists that the history of the Vera 
Cruz Railroad, properly understood, is the best 
possible proof that railroad building is and will be 
& profitable iuvestment in Mexico, and he sup- 
ports his declaration with official facts and figures. 
The road is 293 miles long, and has cost $40,000,000, 
which represents its present capital. It cost four 
times as much as it could be built for now for vari- 
ous reasons. First, the money was obtained at 
great sacrifices, and was not furnished when it 
Was wanted; second, the building of the road ex- 
tended over 36 years, with many intermissions, 
and was often transferred from one grantee or 
company to another, representing 10 grants or 
concessions; third, agreat mistake was made in be- 
ginning its constructior at the City of Mexico, and 
the transportion of materials, rails, locomotives, 
tars, &c., on carts, 2300 miles over the mountains 
was very expensive; fourth, the location of the 
road wasnot the best calculated for a profitable 
enterprise, as the last grantee compelled the 
line to pass by certain lands owned by him 
which make neceasary a grade of over 210 feet to 
the iniie and very expensive construction over a 
broken and mountainous country. Fifth, the 
zrantee was paid a bonus of several million dollars 
for the concession. Notwithstanding these and 
many other embarrassing circumstances showing 
bad management, Mr. Bigelow concedes that the 
road igs able to pay 5 percent. upon a capital of 
$40,000,000, and since his article was written an- 
other annual report has appeared showing that for 
the last half of 1881 the road paid a dividend atthe 
rate of 646 percent. perannum. Besides, it is not 
entirely correct that this road only pays this divi- 
dead, as a large part of the $40,000,000 is in 
the shape of mortgage bonds drawing 8 
per cent interest, and on a_ consider- 
able part it has paid 12 per. cent. 
He then proceeds to show that Mr. Bigelow was 
greatly misied as tothe agricultural capacity and 
development of Mexico and its ability from this 
source to support railroads. He corrects the er- 
rors on this poiat, and shows that the country 
possesses very much the same agricultural condi- 
tions as Caijfornla, and with the construction of 
railroads is destined to develop as wonderful cereal 
production and local business for the roads. Sefior 
Romero concludes by expressing his earnest con- 
viction that ali railroads well devised and econom- 
ically built will prove profitable investments, de- 
velop a large commerce hetween the two countries, 
and make the citizens of the two republics friends 
gud brothers,

Witness asked if he 
thought the model of the Jeannette especially 
itted her for arctic eruising. and replied that he 
lid not; that he never saw her out of water, (in 
aock) but thought her floor was too flat, and that 
she did not have as much “ dead rise” as he would 
put into a new vessel which was being censtructed 
for arctic cruising. This feature of the Jeannette’s 
construction would render her more liable to get 
nipped in the ice, and less likely to rise readily 
when caught between two cakes. Witness thought 
ner machinery and boilers were well adapted to 
the work required of them.

COL. HOUGHTON’S TRIAL.

TESTIMONY REGARDING MONEY PAID ‘TO 
BOATMEN WHO DID NO SERVICE. 

TRENTON, N. J., Oct. 13.—The case of the 
United States against Col. ©. H. Houghton on the 
charge of making false returnsas Collector of the 
Port ef Perth Amboy was resumed this morning. 
Frank Houghton was recalled, and gave several 
specimens of handwriting, which were shown to 
the jury, and was cross-exhmined by the defense 
in reference to his own signature on the rolls of 
Oetober and November, 1879. Tle could not say 
who signed Dawson’s name. James E. Tyrrell tes- 
tified that his namo on the pay-roll ef October, 
1873, was not his signature, that he did not write, 
was not employed in the service, and was not 
sworn as stated by C. H. Houghton. Similar state- 


ments were made in reference to the rolls of other 
months. In some cases, however, he admit- 
ted having signed the rolls and having received 
pay, but not as boatman. The whole amount said 
to have been paid him for trips as boatman was 
$195 50, In reference to a payment of $225 in 1876, 
from January to March, also received and signed 
for under oath before J. Kearney Smith by the 
witness, witness dented having been sworn. Sim- 
ilar statements were made in reference to pay- 
ments to witness for March, 1879. Charles H. Ken- 
niston swore that he was employed as boatman at 
$50 a month, and worked on boats about three 
times a week. He worked inthe office and about 
the house when not employed as boatman. Wit- 
ness received pay in cash from Col. Houghton, and 
never gave any receipt. Witness never knew any 
of the persons nanied on the rolls as boatman to 
have performed that service. He had signed the 
rolls for $25 after being requested so to do by J. 
Kearney Smith. On the examination of the rolls 
on which Kerniston’s name appears, he said no 
amounts Were opposite the names when he signed. 
The figures opposite the several names were in the 
handwriting of J. Kearney Smith, before whom 
witness made no gath. 

John H. Tyrrell, an Inspector, was sworn, and 
said H. F, Houghton and Frank Dawson were em- 
ployed as boatmen. They would pick up almost 
anybody for this service they could get. A list of 
boaimen was read to witness to whom had been 
paid during the year 1870 $1,175 and for the year 
1880 $1,200, and he said he did not know vhat any 
of the persons named were employed, at least 
none of them rowed him about as Inspector. Pa- 
pers were shown appointing B. F. Houghton by C. 
Hi. Houghton asan Inspector for five days, while 
he had the office of temporary Inspector, at $35 a 
mouth. This it was stated was one and the same 
person. Witness said the appointment for this 
service at three different times wasin the hand- 
writing of Col. Houghton. No such person as 
Hiram F. Herghton or B. F. Houghton ever re- 
ported to witness as an Inspector, and he did not 
think any such duty was performed by either of 
the persons named on any of the vessels that wit- 
ness, a8 Inspector, discharged. 

Augustas B. Smith, brother to J. Kearney Smith, 
was called by the Government and gave an ac 
count of his services as Special Inspector In dis- 
charging certain vessels.

A DRAFT RAISED FROM $15 TO $8,500. 

Another successful case of check-raising hes 
been mado public, by which the American Ex- 
change National Bank, of this City, paid out $8,500 
onadraft or bill of exchange which was raised 
from $15. The American Exchange Nationa! Bank 
has brought suit in the Supreme Court against the 
German National Bank of Denver to recover the 
$58,500, and bas obtained an attachment from 
Judge Barrett against the latter bank. In an affi- 
davit of Mr. Dumont Clarke, the Cashier of the 
American Exchange National Bank, he alleges, 
upon information and belief, that on or about 
Aug. 7, at St. Joseph, Mo,, the Bank of St. Joseph, 
by its President, made a certain draft or bill of ex 
cbange, dated that day, and direeted the American 
Exehange National Bank to pay te the order of 
Thomas Warner the sum of $15; that the Bank of 
St. Joseph delivered the bill of exchange to War- 
ner or some other person unknown, and that the 
bill of exchange was rajsed from $15 to 
848.500, and thus raised it was delivered 
by parties unknown to the deponent to the 
German National Bank of Denver; that the latter 
thereafter transmitted it to New-York and di- 
rected the American Exohange National Bank to 
pay the said sum of £8,500 to the order of the 
Metropolitan National Bank; that on or about 
Aug. 15 the American Exchange National Bank 
paid the $8,500 to the Metropolitan Nationa! Bank. 
which remitted to the German National! Bank of 
Denver $8,455 in excess of the sum which the Ger- 
man National Bank was entitled to receive from it, 
and the excess was paid by the American Exchangs 
National Bank itn ignorance of the fact that the 
bill of exchange had been altered after its delivery 
by the Bank of St. Joseph. The German National 
Bank of Denver has refused to pay back the 
amount in question, and action has been brought 
to eempel it te return It.

SUFFOCATED BY GAS. 

Miss Annie Buck, the 17-year-old daughter 
of William Buck, met with a sad death at her home 
on Ocean-avenue, Jersey City Heights, Wednesday 
night. She didnot make her appearance at the 
breakfast table Thursday morning, and a servant 
was sent to herroom tolearn the canse of her delay. 
The maid was horrified on entering the chamber to 
discover the young woman lying dead in her bed. 
She had been suffocated by gas during the night. On 
the gas-jet in the room in which she sleptds an ar- 
gand burner,and the flow of gasis regulated by tarn- 
ing ® screw at the side of the burner. The screw has 
no attachment to indicate when the gas was turned 
off, and the supposition is that Miss Buck turned it 
too far back, and so, after extinguishing the light, 
accidentally left a vent for the gas to escape. Miss 
Kuck's father is a wine merchant tn New-Yerk 
City, and lives inthe elegant residence whieh tke 
late Willlam Bumsted erectedfor his own family 
just before his death.

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NOT A NATIONAL CONTEST. 

It will be well for those who are conduct- 
ing the Republican canvass in this and other 
States to remember that there 1s no national 
contest this year.

of the national Administration. We have 
seen how in Ohio a contest of purely local 
character has been chiefly instrumental in 
bringing defeat upon the Republicans, No 
doubt to that were superadded certain causes 
of dissatisfaction occasioned by the failure 
of the majority in Congress to deal with 
pressing questions ina spirit of prudence 
and wisdom and by a feeling of dis- 
trust of the present Administration. But 
no sagacious person believes that this 
determines the position Ohio is to hold 
when the real national contest comes. In 
Pennsylvania the Republicans have been 
divided by a revolt against the dictation 
of Senator Cameron. So far as national 
issues are concerned, there is no material 
difference between the regulars and the Inde- 
pendents. ‘The latter are contending for the 
overthrow from the whole organization of 
that kind of management which proceeds 
from the decrees of a dictator and his per- 
sonal counselors, instead of the expressed 
will of the voters made known through 
their freely chosen delegates. They are 
willing to compass this end through the de- 
feat of the party, but they do not expect to 
become Democrats or part of a separate 
national organization. Whatever the result 
of the coming election, they will be Repub- 
licans still, and it is far better to have their 
contest finished this year than to have it car- 
ried into anational campaign. Certainly 
the Pennsylvania contest is not to be accept- 
ed as waged on the skirmish line of 1884. 

So, in New-York, we are engaged in a 
State canvass. It is full of the elements of 
uncertainty, and it is not desirable to in- 
volve in that uncertainty the issues of a 
wider contest. The people are not likely to 
be greatly influenced in their action by a 
portrayal of the censequences of defeat in 
the national campaign that does ‘not come 
for two years. They are not prepared to 
take their position even on the skirmish 
line of that far-off conflict. They do not 
know yet precisely what issues are to be in- 
volved in it, in what form they are to be 
presented, or in what mood they may be for 
action then. The more independent their 
course now, the more independent it is like- 
ly to be then, determined by the issues be- 
fore them when the time comes. It is a 
good maxim not to attempt to ford a stream 
before its shores are reached. 

It is evident that there is no political 
apathy prevailing in this State at the present 
time. This is shown by the results of the 
first days of registration in this City and in 
Brooklyn. Voters appear, as a rule, to be 
taking an interest in politics and to be de- 
termined to put themselves in a position to 
‘exercise the rizht of suffrage on the 7th of

November for the attainment of such 
purposes as they may have in mind, 
It is alsa evident that they are dis- 
posed to exercise their power as cit- 
izens in a_ spirit of unusual inde- 
pendence. They are interested in securing 
good local government; they are interested 
in having a proper representation in the 
Legislature; they have their views as to the 
right kind of men to send to Congress, and 
they have their feelings in regard to the suc- 
cess of candidates on the State ticket. The 
outcome of this contest is not likely to be of 
a stereotyped kind, patterned on that 
of previous elections, when the _ is- 
sues were different and the State 
of popular feeling unlike that of the present 
time. Whatever it may be, it will have little 
bearing on the national contest to come two 
years from now. It is not only futile to 
attempt to cast the shadow of that contest 
over the present State canvass, but it is un- 
wise to attempt to cast the shadow of this 
contest over the prospects of 1884. If local 
conflicts are destined to produce changes 
this year, a national conflict may produce 
greater changes then. Public sentiment is 
apparently getting roused and determined 
to control instead of being controlled. 


So far as national politics is concerned, 
this is an off year. It is at such times that 
local contests are wont to develop and pro- 
duce divisions. It is a time when short- 
comings and abuses are pondered and re- 
buked and new efforts are made to ‘“‘ purge 
the gentle weal.”’ The refluence of the 
political wave may strand some rotten hulks, 
but it gives a chance to take new bearings 
and prepare to take the next tide at the 
flood. The stirring up in the years inter- 
mediate between the Presidential contests is 
wholesome in its effects. There are clear- 
sighted Democrats who dread the victo- 
ries of the off years and the prospect 
of Congressional control on the eve of 
a national campaign. The Republicans 
of this State have not been deployed 
with perfect success. thus far; they are not 
in line for a national conflict; they are not 
intent on the issues of a battle that is to en- 
gage them at another time, and to accept 
this as the skirmish line of 1884 would be to 
discount the strength and resources which 
they may then have for the purposes of an 
inferior triumph. Let this contest be fought 
on its own merits, as that of Ohio has been 
and that of Pennsylvania is, and let its con- 
sequences be turned to the best account for 
encouragement or admonition in the future. 


IMPROVING THE CUSIOMS SERVICE. 

The inquiry now being made at the Cus- 
tom-house in this City for the purpose of 
fixing the salaries and numbers of the vari- 
ous officers and employes will, if followed 
by appropriate legislation, prove a great aid 
to the proper and economical administra- 
tion of the Customs service. Heretofore the 
entire expense of collecting the revenue 
from Customs, including the salaries of offi 
cers of all grades, has been paid out of a 
permanent appropriation made in 1871, 
embodied in the Revised Statutes.

since the establishment of the Government, 
sets aside $5,500,000 a year to pay the ex- 
penses of collecting the Customs revenue, 
It derives its force entirely from the Revised 
Statutes, without any annual action by Con- 
gress, and hence does not figure in either the 
estimates or the annual appropriation bills, 
Like the interest on the public debt and vari- 
ous other objects for which permanent ap- 
propriations have been made, 
the 
the appropriations for carrying on the Gov- 


this important 
item is omitted from all statements of 
ernment from year toyear. It attracts none 
of the attention from Congress or the public 
which it would certainly receive were it em- 
braced in any of the annual appropriation 
bills. 

The mode of expending this enormous sum 
is quite as faulty as that by which it is appro- 
priated. The appropriation is made in a lump 
sum without any limitation on the manner 
in which it is to be expended. With the ex- 
ception of the salaries of a small part of the 
officers of Customs, which are fixed by law, 
there is no direction in the law as to how the 
amount shall be spent, other than that it shall 
be used to defray the expenses of collecting 
the revenue from Customs. How much 
may be spent at any port, what proportion 
shall be paid for salaries, and what for inci- 
dental expenses, what the salary of any oflicer 
shall be, is absolutely at the discretion 
of the Secretary of the Treasury. He 
may, if he chooses, spend as much 
in collecting the Customs at New-Orleans as 
at New-York, and he may pay an officer a 
salary of $100,000 a year, or any other sum, 
provided only he does not exceed the aggre- 
gate amount of the appropriation. He may 
even vacate an office, the salary of which is 
fixed by law, and appoint the incumbent to 
another office, with a much higher salary, 
created by himself, while permitting him to 
perform the same duties as before, thus de- 
feating the law prescribing the salary of the 
place. This is plainly very loose legislation 
which could not fail to lead to loose admin- 
istration. We have no doubt that the loose- 
ness and extravagance which for half a cen- 
tury have marked the administration of 
the Customs service throughout the coun- 
try are largely due to this slip-shod 
method of appropriation... The amount 
appropriated is so much in excess of the 
real needs of the service that there is a con- 
stant tendency to multiply offices, to invent 
and continue cumbrous and roundabout 
methods of doing business which will keep 
the largest possible number of people em- 
ployed; in brief, to get all the ‘‘ patronage”’ 
out of the appropriation that it will yield. 
It is always possible to provide another 
‘‘henchman”’ with a place when suflicient 
‘* pressure’’ is applied. This state of things 
has long been tolerated by both political par- 
ties—by the ‘‘ ins’’ because they were en- 
joying its immediate benefits, and by the 
‘‘outs’’ because they hoped in time to 
gather the rich harvest of patronage them- 
selves. Mr. Ranpauy, when Chairman of 
the committec, did, it is said, purpose re- 
pealing the permanent appropriation for 
this purpose, but when he saw that the 
amount must be added to his annual Ap- 
propriation bill, thus apparently, though, of 
course, not actualiy, reducing his boasted 
saving in the expenses of the Government, 
he promptly dropped the idea. 

The vractice of making specific appro- 

® 


priations has been steadily gaining ground, 
until now the salary of every civil servant 
in Washington is specifically appropriated 
for. Itis not in the power of any head of 
department to appoint or employ a single 
person in excess of the number or at any 
other salary than those fixed by law. It is 
interesting to recall the different devices for 
increasing patronage that have been resorted 
to in times past, and how one by one they 
have been frustrated. Formerly large lump 
appropriations were made for ‘‘temporary’’ 
clerks. These were invariably abused. The 
number to be employed not being fixed by law 
more people would be taken on than could be 
carried through the year, and wholesale dis- 
charges of needy people would ensue. In 
one instance a large appropriation of this 
kind, made for a year, was exhausted in 
three months by appointing four times as 
many people as could be carried through the 
year. The Government gained nothing by 
the operation, but rather lost by the confu- 
sion caused by the appointment of a crowd 
of untrained clerks and their discharge be- 
fore they had learned to be useful. The 
wastefulness of these temporary appropria- 
tions finally became so plain that Congress 
refused to make any more of them. Re- 
sort was then had ‘to the device of 
allowing the salaries of the higher places to 
‘lapse’? when they became vacant, and of 
appointing a proportionately larger number 
of clerks at much lower salaries, and to the 
practice of quartering clerks on appropria- 
tions made for other purposes, on the pre- 
tense that they were employed in carrying 
out the general objects of the appropriation. 
The former device was promptly stopped by 
Mr. Fote@er when he became Secretary of 
the Treasury, as being plainly illegal, and 
the latter was forbidden by an act passed last 
Winter. The same act requires the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury to submit to Congress 
next Winter an estimate of the number of 
officers of each grade required to collect the 
Customs at each port, and of their compen- 
sation, in order that specific appropriations 
may be made for their payment. To ena- 
ble him to perform this duty, commissions 
similar to that now sitting in this City have 
been appointed for all of the’principal ports. 
Should they perform their duty wisely, and 
their recommendations be approved by the 
Secretary and by Congress, a marked im- 
provement in Customs administration will 
certainly follow. The cause of good admin- 
istration would be still further promoted 
should the proposed legislation be accompa- 
nied by a repeal of the absurd and vicious 
law which limits the terms of the chief offi- 
cers of Customs to four years.

But it is not so much 
the original cost that is now acting against 
the profitable employment of English steam- 
ships as the ordinary expenses of main- 
tenance. The circular of the London house 
points out that for the last year or two, in 
consequence of the previous demand at good 
paying rates for steam transportation, an as- 
tonishingly large number of steamers have 
been built, so that the supply is now in ex- 
cess of the demand.

The effect of this has been to reduce by 
competition the freight rates on goods which 
would naturally be sent by steam carriers. 
When the rates on this form of merchandise 
were tolerably high, even if the quantity was 
not very large, the owner of a steamer could 
make money by taking such of it as he could 
get, and then could complete his cargo by 
taking at very low rates goods which would 
otherwise have gone by sailing vessel. But 
now the opportunity to discriminate has 
been to a great extent removed, and steam- 
ships are brought into competition with 
sailing vessels for the coarser forms of 
freight. It might be supposed that in 
such a rivalry the steamer would command 
much higher rates of freight, but we are as- 
sured that this is not the case. It does not 
matter much to the owner of a cargo of coal 
whether his merchandise is three months or 
six weeks in going from Cardiff in Wales to 
Calcutta in India. The only loss is that of 
interest during the additional time, and 
this when the cost of the coal is small 
and the rates of interest low is not much 
of anitem. All that the steam-ship owner 
can hope for is an increase in rate over the 
sailing vessel rate not in excess of this in- 
terest saving. This is so small that for all 
practical purposes there is no difference in 
the volume of freight money received by 
the respective owners of steam and sail- 
ing tonnage on long voyages. It 
thus becomes simply a question of expense. 
The advantage held by the steamer is that 
she can make nearly two voyages while the 
sailing ship is making one; thatisio say, 
the round voyage of a freight steamer from 
England to India via the Suez Canal is put 
at five months, while the average time occu- 
pied by a sailing vessel in going to or from 
the same places via the Cape of Good Hope 
is stated to be nine months. The advantage 
held by the sailing vessel is the small ex- 
pense at which she can be rua. At the vres- 


ent time the cost of coal to a steamer carry- 
ing 3,000 tons of freight from England to 
India and return is more than equal to the 
wages and keep of the entire crew of a sail- 
ing vessel in a round voyage between these 
points. Besides this, the repair account in a 
steamer makes up each year a very large 
sum, while she needs a larger and more ex- 
pensive crew than is ordinarily carried by a 
sailing ship. 

The result of this is that the gain in time 
does not offset these latter disabilities. The 
authority which we have been following 
asserts that while during the last year large 
carrying freight steamers making voyages 
between England and India have made an 
annual profit on the money invested in them 
of about 5 or 6 per cent., large sailing ves- 
sels have made or could have made under 
similar conditions a profit of not less than 
20 per cent. per annum. The limit, it 
would seem, had been reached at which 
steam vessels can afford to take coarse 
forms of cargo, for not to get these prices 
would imply an absolute loss, while the 
owner of a sailing vessel could reduce his 
rates and yet show a margin for profit. 
The reason for this unexpected condition of 
affairs in which steamers are placed at a disad- 
vantage when compared with sailing vessels is 
to be found in the mania which has of late 
prevailed in Great Britain for steam-ship 
building. Merchants have been carried 
away by the idea that the day of the sailing 
vessel was.over, and hence very few of these 
have been built, while the output of new 
steam tonnage has been enormous. Another 
improvement in marine engines, which shall 
correspond in importance to the discovery 
of the method which goes by the name of 
the compound engine, would enable steam- 
ers to ply over the longest ocean routes, and 
take the cheapest forms of cargo with profit 
to their owners, but until thisimprovement is 
discovered their area of usefulness is limited. 
The English builders have argued that with 
existing methods the sailing vessels would 
be driven from the long routes by steamers 
as effectually as they had been driven from 
the short routes. The experience of the last 
year or two has shown that in these esti- 
mates they were over-sanguine, and hence it 
would not be strange if the next year build- 
ing returns should exhibit a decline in the 
amount of steam tonnage built in Great Bri- 
tain and an increase in the amount of sail- 
ing tonnage. 


THE NUMBER OF THE BEAST. 


There is a singular set of lunatics in Eng- 
land who are devoting all their energies to 
the rather hopeless task of proving that the 
so-called Anglo-Saxon race is not Anglo- 
Saxon, but Jewish. They believe that all 
Englishmen belong to the tribe of Manas- 
and all Americans to the tribe of 
Ephraim, and that the Irish belong to the 
rest of the long-lost ten tribes. They have 
organized a new sect to proclaim this cu- 
rious gospel, and they publish a weekly re- 
ligious newspaper in London filled with en- 
interpretations of the Hebrew 
prophecies and the Apocalypse.

Whatever we may think of the wisdom of 
people who wish to transform Englishmen 
and Americans into Jews, and at one blow 
ruin the pork business and overstock the 
markets of the world with second-hand 
clothing, it must be confessed that the con- 
ductors of the English-Israelite journal—if 
it may be so called—have made one really 
important discovery. They have succeeded 
in finding out the person described in the 
Apocalypse as the Beast. Thousands of 
learned and unlearned persons have tried to 
do this, but without success. Protestants 
have shown to their own satisfaction that 
the Beast is the Pope of Rome. Roman 
Catholics have imagined that they could 
identify the Beast with Martin Luruer, 
and at the present moment there is a grow- 
ing belief among the people of this country 
that the Beast is either Mr. VANDERBILT or 
Jay Goutp. It now appears that the true 
and only Beast is Mr. GLApDstToNE, for the 
London religious newspaper to which refer- 
ence has been already made has worked out 
the whole problem on its private blackboard, 
and the result shows that z, or the Beast, is 
equivalent to WILLIAM EwArRT GLADSTONE. 

The method by which the problem of the 
Beast has been thus triumphantly solved was 
mainly a mathematical one. Says the Lon- 
don newspaper: ‘‘In the Greek language 
every letter stands fora number. G stands 
for 38, L for 80, A for 1, D for 4, S for 200, 
T for 300, O (short) for 70, N for 50, and E 
(long) for 8.’” The sum of these numbers is 
666, which is the mystical number assigned 
in the Apocalypse to the Beast. 

This ought to be enough to convince 
any fair-minded person, but the writer 
of the article demonstrating the identity 
of Mr. Guapsrone and the Beast has other 
arguments at his command. He remarks: 
‘‘For more than two years past I have felt 
confident in my own mind that Mr. Guap- 
STONE, our Prime Minister, was the great 
deceiver who is to deceive all those carnal 
professors whose names are not in the Book 
of Life.’’ An enthusiastic assent to this 
opinion will be given by every earnest Tory 
of England. Of course, Mr. GLapsTons is 
agreat deceiver, and the Tory leaders have 
been pointing out this self-evident fact for 
much more than two years. Furthermore, 
says the interpreter of prophecy: ‘‘ We 
know that Mr. GLADSTONE is a Puseyite. 
What is a Puseyite but. in spirit eithera 
Greek or a2 Roman Papist.: Therefore, he 
who bids Mr. GLapstonE godspeed bids 
in truth the wicked one godspeed.” If 
Mr. GLADSTONE is not only the apocalyptic 
Beast, but also a Puseyite, and that curious 
but presumably infamous person a ‘‘ Greek 
Papist,’’ the sooner his true character is ex- 
posed the better. 

Conclusive as the foregoing arguments 
seem to be, it is perhaps proper to point out 
their one weak point. What reason is there 
to suppose that Mr. @LaApsToNE is a Pusey- 
ite? It may be answered, because he 
was a Puseyite many years ago, at the very 
time, in fact, when he wrote a powerful 
pamphlet demonstrating that it would be 
sacrilege to disestablish the Irish Church. 
We could not have a more convincing proof 
that the Prime Minister is no longer a 
Puseyite, for that would involve the assump- 
tion that he can hold any definite set of 
opinions for more than two consecutive 
years. Moreover, Mr. GLADSTONE cannot 
possibly be a “‘ Papist,’”’ for in that case he 
would have to admit the infallibility of the 
Pope. Now. Mr. Guapstone Knows per- 


The same method of reasoning might be 
used to prove that some other person is the 
Beast. For example, there is Gen. GRANT. 
who at one time was strongly suspected by 
the Southern Democrats of being at least a 
first cousin of the Beast. Now, the number 
of Gen. GRANT’S supporters at Chicago was 
306, and he was twice President of the 
United States. If we multiply 306 by 2 we 
obtain the number 612. To this add 35, the 
age at which a citizen of the United Statesis 
eligible for the Presidency, and we have as 
the sum of all those numbers 665. Ali that 
remains is to add to this sum the whole 
number of sane men who believe that Gen. 
GRANT is anxious to overthrow the Repub- 
lic, and we have 666, or the number of the 
Beast. 

A system which will enable us to identify 
Gen. GRANT with the Beast cannot be trust- 
ed to prove that Mr. GLApsTONE is the Beast. 
It must also be remarked that if Mr. Guap- 
STONE’s name is to be spelled with Greek 
letters, the final letter should be E (short) in- 
stead of E(long.) This would make his 
number 663 instead of 666, and we have no 
reason to believe that there is any variety of 
mystical Beast with the latter number. 
Plausible as the identification of Mr. Grap- 
STONE with the Beast seems to be at first 
sight, itis really unsatisfactory, and it is 
quite possible that he is not yet the Beast, 
whatever he may become before he finally 
goes out of office.

GERMANIA THEATRE. 
The first performance m this country of 
Lecocq’s comic opera, ‘‘Trompette,” was given in 
its German version last night to an audience of 
more than ordinary proportions. The opera has 
been very successful in Paris, and has been praised 
without stint by the admirers of this school of com: 
positions, but Is not likely to win special fayor here. 
It is not to be judged by any standard of the higher 
writing ef composers of celebrity, and it would 
be merely a narrow mind that could expect 
much more than a tuneful and pleasant col. 
lection of songs combined with farcical dra- 
matic situations. This ix about the value 
of French comic opera, and its devotees neither 
ask nor expectanything more. The ** Trompette,” 
however, hardly comes up to the moderate level 
thus demanded. Asa musical work it seems to be 
trite and commonplace. It is well enough scored, 
but the composer evidently had nothing new or 
original to express, and has merely repeated him- 
self and imitated his rivals. There is a pleaty of 
jingle in it, but it hasall been heard before in other 
operas by Offenbach, Lecocq, and von Suppé, 
The opera was exceedingly well presented 
by Mme. Geistinger and her associates. Mme, 
Geistinger never fails to make a pleasant impres- 
sion, and as Cameroni was as bright, vivacious, and 
charming as she always is. In other respects the 
cast was excellent, the orchestra, chorus, and 
minor parts being fully sustained and the mounting 
of the opera as complete as anything that has been 
given under the present management of this the 
atre. It was, therefore, ail the more to be regret- 
ted that so much good work was expended in the 
interpretation of an opera of so little intrinsic 
merit. The opinion of Paris to the contrary not- 
withstanding, ‘* Trompette” is not to be ranked

The country has heard, with a sensation of 
unmixed surprise, that a Government hke that of 
Mr. Gladstone has sanctioned the appointment of 
Baker Pasha as head of the new Egyptian gen 


darmerie—that is, virtually, Commander-in-Chief in 
Egypt. Baker Pasha has done nothing whatever 
in Turkey which should not only obliterate bis dia- 
missai from the British Army, but justify his claing 
to singular and exceptional promotion. He bas no§ 
organized a Turkish gendarmerie, or shown that 
he is anything except a good cavalry officer, with 
such a genius for making friends in high places that 
conduct whieh would have ruined any other mag 
in him is treated as a claim to distinction. The 
best officers will not be attracted by his name, ner 
will it help to inspire in the new Egyptian Army 
the tone of character indispensable to a mixed, a 
half-disciplined, and a mercenary force. It is dif- 
ficult to hope for improvemert in the East when 
even a Government like the present, the moment it 
bas to deal with Oriental affairs, shows publicly 
that it thinks of nothing except immediate con: 
venience. The Indian Government has af its dis 
posal at least a dozen officers who, to far greater 
experience than Baker Pasha’s, add a record which 
is of itself an attraction to the best subordinates, 
and a justification of confidence i in the men. There

CRATIO CONFERENCE. 
TAMMANY AND THE COUNTY DEMOCRACY NOT 

THINKING EXACTLY ALIKE—THE MAY- 
ORALTY LEFT WITH A SUB-COMMITTEE, 
TO REPORT TO-DAY—ADJOURNING WITH 

LITTLE APPEARANCE OF HARMONY. 

The City Democrats had a busy day yester- 
day. Everybody wondered whether there would 
be peace and harmony and a union ticket agreed 
upon at the evening conference in the Park-Avenue 
Hotel. The various names that had been used ix 
connection with the office of Mayor were discussed 
with a warmth begotten of bibulous indu!gence. 
The citizens’ movement came in for its share of 
praise and condemnation—praise from County 





Democrats and bitter denunciation from 
the Tammany men. The latter said there 
was no corrupt condition of affairs in 


the administration of the Municipal Govern- 


ent, that such a movement was a piece of imper- 
inence on the part of citizens. Mayor Grace was 
regarded as the evil genius who was at the bottom 
pf the movement. He was reviled as an 
Ingrate and a breaker of his promises to Tam- 
many two years ago. The Tammany men declared 
that no good could come of a movement that was 
instigated by such aman. They profess to believe 
that he and he alone is responsible for its incep- 
tion. Tke remarkable enthusiasm that was 
aroused by the speech of Mr. Timothy Shea, in 
the County Democracy convertion of the day be- 
fore, in which he opposed any conference with Tam- 
many Hall, and advocated the nomination then 
pnd there of Allan Campbell for Mayorand William 
A. Butler for County Clerk, was much commented 
upon by the Democrats of all thres factions. It was 
conceded that the effect of such a speech in any 
convention of free and Independent Democrats 
would have been a stampede, a breaking up of the 
pian of conference, and a romination of a ticket 
ou the spot. The more the name of Corporation 
Counsel William C. Whitney was mentioned, the 
more favorably were his claims  consid- 
ered. It was said that if he should 
be agreed upon to head a union ticket he weuld 
bring a “ boodle” into the canvass of large size. 
Then it was remembered that he had made some 
appointments in the past which might not commend 
him to the citizens. In connection with this the names 
of the late Edward Gale, and of John G. Boyd, the 
Corporation Attorney, were mentioned. 

The County Conference Committee held a meet- 
ing at the Park-Avenue Hotel inthe afternoon, the 
proceedings at which were intended to be a close 
pecret. It was ascertained, however, that 
they had _ four candidates whom they 
would present at the evening’s conference. 
The four were Allan Campbell, Corporation Ceun- 
sel Whitney, Alderman Roosevelt, and G. W. 
Larne. They also agreed to suggest that at 
the evening conference a_ sub-committee 
of seven from each organization be  ap- 
pointea to consider the question of candidates. 
A member was sent to find Mr. Kelly and see if this 
would be acceptable to him. He replied that it 
would. While the County Democrats were in ses- 
sion Jay Gould’s agent, ‘* Boodle’’ Gallaway, ap- 
peured in the head-quarters of the Democratic 
State Committee in seareh of Alderman Patrick 
Keenan. As Mr. Keenan was engaged with his 
County Democracy associates, the “ Boodle” went 
away disappointed. 

In the afternoon the Irving Hall Conference Com- 
mittee held its meeting to discuss the momentous 
question as to what policy it should pursue at the 
joint conference in the evening. Sheriff Bowe 

- occupied the chair. The tone of all the speeches 
that were made indicated tnat the members recog- 
nized that their organization was the tail of the 
Democratic dog, and that, unhappily, the local 
situation is such that the tail cannot pessibly wag 
the dog. Although ex-Sheriff O’Brien has been 
urging Herman Oelrishs for Mayor ail Summer, he 
admitted that there was small hope of Irving 
Hail being able to torce him upon _ the 
Joeal Demoeracy for Mayor. Tammany and the 
County Democracy had good polo players and 
boxers of their own to fill the office. Nicholas 
Haughton and W. J. A. McGrath reported to the 
committee that they had waited on Tammany Hall 
and had found it and its honored leader in favor of 
peace and harmony and a good union ticket. There 
was agreat deal of discussion there among the 
members of the committee about the necessity of 
a union Democratic ticket being a good one. It 
Was agreed that no such ticket would be 
eomplete in its excellence or acceptable to the 
voters unless it bore the name of Alexander V. Da- 
vVidsen as the nominee for Sheriff. When a mem- 
ber suggested that the body of the dog would ab- 
sorb the candidates for Mayor, Sheriff, and County 
Clerk, and that the tail would be permitted to wag 
or not as it chose, he was frowned upon by Col. M. 
C. Murphy, wno declared that the voters of Irving 
Hall constituted a power which could not 
be ignored by the two other wings of the 
Democracy. Ex-Sheriff O’Brien was anxious 
that the committee should insist that there should 
be no postponement of the evening conference, 
otherwise there might be dickers and deals which 
would result in Irving Hall being sadly “left.” 
When hespoke of the party in the City having 
been in the hands of slate-makers and wire- 
suliers for years, the members exchanged 
snowing glances, Much more discussion 
took place with reference to the probable 
division of the spoils. It was finally agreed to pre- 
sent to the evening conference the claims of Da- 
vidson for Sheriff, and the committee then ad- 
journed to meet at the Park-Avenue Hotel with 
vhe other peace-loving Demecrats in the evening. 

The Park-Avenue Hotel never before contained 
such a gathering of rough-looking men as those 
which collected to watch the preliminaries of the 
evening's conference. Asthe hote! guests pushed 
their way through the mob which crowded 
the office corridors they instinctively placed 
their hands upon their fobs and watch 
chains. The colored gentlemen who answer 
to the call of ‘“*front’ had carefully col- 
lected the cuspidors and mats together and 
removed them beyond the reach of temptation. 
The lady guests shuddered as they were guided 
through the crowd by their escorts. Peace and 


harmony, however, prevailed, und the hotel 


clerks assumed an appearance of _indiffer- 
ence that was foreign to their real 
feelings. There was a stir near the entrance 


pnd then the doors flew open and John Kelly and 
Ex-Mayor Edward Cooper entered the hotel arm in 
arm. When Senator Grady came in and shook 
hands with Col. James Mooney, the heel- 
ers knew that harmony was_ restored be- 
tween two bloody warriors for one even- 
ing at least. Gen. Spinola was more 
cheerful than he had been in many a day. He 
offered to bet a box of cigars that he could name 
the next Mayor of New-York. As Franklin Edson 
hasall along been bis candidate, the General’s good- 
nature was believed to indicate that Mr. 
Edsor's chances were more favorable than those 
of any other man for a nomination on a peace and 
harmony ticket, As fast as the members of the 
Tammany Conference Committee arrived they 
hurried to Room No. 131, on the floor above 
his office. The County Democrats assembled in 
Room No. 155, on the same fioor, but on the coppo- 
site side of the building. The Irving Hall commit- 
teemen eollected in the corridor and tried to be 
cheerful. Asthe hour of 8 arrived the members 
of the three committees sought the apartment re- 
served for their meeting of conference. 

The conference was held in an empty store on 
the ground floor of the hotel, opening in Thirty- 
third-street. The Tammany and Irving Hall men 
entered first, and secured seats together in one end 
of the apartment. The County Democrats found 
seats behind them, and without ceremony dropped 
{nto them. All the statesmen and hacks of the three 
prganizations were among the members to 
the conference. In all 78 persons were present, 26 
from each organization. John Kelly aud John B. 
Haskin led the Tammany centingent. Ex-Recorder 
Smyth and W. J. A. McGrath were at the head of 
the Irving Hall men. and E. Ellery Anderson and 
Jobn E. Develin headed the County Democrats. 
‘There was a painful pause after all were seated. 
Mr. Kelly suggested that Peter B. Olney. of the 
County Democracy, should preside. M. H. Siger- 
fron, of Tammany Hall, and W. J. A. McGrath, of 
Irving Hall, were made Secretaries. 

Mr. Olney led off in behalf of peace and har- 
mony, in a speech which was received in grim 
silence. He said that the Democrats of the State 
looked for a union in the nomination of good can- 
didates in this City. There was a great deal at 
stake in this election, and the claims of men 
should not be considered above the suceess of the 
party. People of all classes were disposed 
to look to the character and standing of the men 
whom the political organizations put in nomina- 
tion rather than to the organizations that nomi- 
pated them. Itseemed to him that they could 
pniy secure and deserve success by nomi- 
pating men who eould command the con- 

dence and respect of the whole community. 

his was the only basis on which, aa rep- 
pesentatives of the County Democracy, they were 
huthorized to come here, and he assumed that the 
yepresentatives of the other organizations were 
ctuated by the same spirit. If so. he had no doubt 
he success of the party in the State and County 
was assured. 

W. Burke Cochran spoke for Irving Hall. He 

k ~~ the cue which was given by Grover Cleve- 
fan da when that gentleman spoke to his enthusiastic 
uffaio friends the night after the Syracuse Con- 
vention, and made the only speech that he will be 
ermitted to make duringthe campaign. Mr. Cleve- 
nd said that this contest of 1882 was only the skir- 

ish line which preceded the real struggle of 1884. 
Mt . Cochran referred infkimilar languagy to the fieht 
this Fall between Democrats and epubiijeans. 
This election, he declared, was the forerunner of 
1884. Irving Hall came to this conference not to 
dictate any nominations. There were quiet smiles 
pp the faces of representatives of both ‘Tam- 
many and the County Democracy when this 


announcement was made. Irving Hall fa- 
vored the selection of candidates who 
would unite all elements of the party. 


There was no earthly reason why a union tieket 
Bhould not be made which would receive the sup- 

ort of all three of the Democratic organizations. 

be County Democracy members came to the von- 
ference instructea by their County Convention to 
unite on no ticket whieh should not be headed by 
a man who would make no pledges in advance of 
bis election. So had the Tamme.y delegates, so 
bad those from Irving Hall. The Democracy had 
been divided by broils long enough. 

Mr. Kelly arose,and a dead silence prevailed. 
He said: **Wecome here, and I think I sveak for 
ail of my associates in saying it, that we want a 
union of the party in this County. We have no 
candidates to present; that is to say. we have de- 
termined on no ticket, but will take any man who 
can unite the party. I hope the same feeling ani- 
mates the other organizations. There must be mutu- 
al concessions if there is to be union, and if you 
say you must have this particular man for this of- 
fice and anotaer for tkat, without conferring with 
as, it appears to me you cannot have them; there- 
‘ore, Lhope that you are imbued with the spirit 
(eae will make you look at this matter entirely in 


the interest of the party. At Syracuse we gave 
our pledge to do evervthing we ccauld to 
effect a union here. The convention believed 
that we would do so, and if we should fail we 
would make ourselves ridiculous in their eyes in 
not having kept faith with them. There never was 
atime when we had a better opportunity to elect 
the whole ticket in the State and County than 
now. So gréat has been the feeling personally 
that when we have casually met we hardly 
dared to look at each other, and if we tried 
to make any explanation of our position we 
would turn on each other and charge, ‘You did 
this,’ and the other man did that. I for one, and I 
think I can speak for the others associated with 
me, want to bury asperities. I believe if you meet 
us in the same spirit there will be no difficulty in 
effecting a union. There are names mentioned 
for the office of Mayor of ersons who 
are totally unacquainted wit the du- 
ties appertaining to our Municipal _ ot- 
fices. They are entirely unfit to discharge them, 
and would have to trust to others for direction. 
I do not think that kind of a man should be chosen, 
simply because he would not know who was who. 
There are others who are familiar with the Munici- 
pal Government by the studv of our Municipal 
affairs. That is to say, that if we went into details 
we would probably find that on the different sub- 
jects relating to our City Government we were not 
as well posted as they. There are people who ‘pay 
taxes, and these who are fond of looking after the 
administration of Governments and how it is done, 
and there are others that would like the oppor- 
tunity of administering our affairs. But you should 
keep ip mind that no man should be chosen unless 
we feel assured that he would be asuitable and 
honorable man, and act fairly to all divisions in the 
City. If you can ehoose such a man, there will 
be no question about a union. But it would be 
degrading the office and the man to get pledges 
from him beforehand. You will have to rely 
wholly on the man you choose, and if he acts after- 
ward deceitfully that action will meet the scorn 
and condemnation of every man. A man who is 
guilty of breaking his word or of treachery does 


not deserve the respect or esteem of any 
man. You, Mr. Chairman, suggested to me, 
and I do not see any objection to it, 


to appoint a committee of seven gentlemen to ren- 
resent each organization who might meet seme- 
where apart from these conference committees 
and discuss the names of the gentlemen to be pre- 
sented for the offices to be filled. We could cer- 
tainty much more quickly reach a conclusion than 
if we were to discuss these subjects in this large 
assembly sitting here. But I will not make a mo- 
tion to that effect until I hear suggestions from 
others, if any one desires to make one.” 

Mr. Anderson, acting on Mr. Kelly’s suggestion, 
then moved that a sub-committee of seven be ap- 
pointed by each Conference Committee to retire 
and consider candidates. The eommittees com- 
prised the following persons: 

Irving Aall.--Sherif Peter Bowe, ex-Sheriff James 
O’Brien, Col. M. C. Murphy, Charles G. Cornell, W. 
Burke Cockran, Luke F. Cozans, Timothy J. Campbell. 

County Democracy.—Peter B. Olney, Commissioner 
of Public Works Hubert O. Thompson, Justice Henry 
Murray, Excise Commissioner William P. Mitchell, 
John Keenan, “ Mike” Norton, Maurice 4. Powers. 

Vammany Hatl.—John Kelly, John B. Haskin, Ed- 
ward Kearney, Police Commissioner “Sia’’ Nichols, 
E. T. Wood, Fire Commissioner John J, Gorman, Gen. 
Spinola. 

After the appointment of this committee the con- 
ference eommittee took arecess. Thesub-commit- 
tee of twenty-one got together and proceeded to 


discuss candidates. Notwithstanding Mr. Kel- 
ly’s declaration that Tammany had no can- 
didates to present, a Tammany man stood 


ready with alist of fourmen. Each of the other 
organizations had the same number of candidates. 
The Tammany list comprisea Edward M. Knox, 
Charles F. Allen, Congressman P. H. Dugro, and J. 
Nelson Tappan. Irving Hall's list comprised Her- 
man Oelrichs, ex-Senator Alfred Wagstaff, Austin 
Flint, Jr., and James M. Smith. That of the County 
Democracy, Allen Campbell, Corporation Counsel 
Whitney, George W. Lane, and Alderman Rebert 
B. Roosevelt. The County Democrats had objec- 
tions to offer to all of Tammany’s candidates, who, 
they declarec, were all active members of the 
Tammany organization. They also. criticised 
Irving Hali’s list, and W. Burke Cochran withdrew 
three of the four, but insisted on keeping Mr. Oel- 
richs in the field. Mr. Kelly agreed to support Mr. 
Oelrichs, but this made no difference in the 
feelings of the County Democrats toward him. 
When the list of the County Democrats was taken 


up Mr. Kelly blandily suggested that all 
four were active members of the organiza- 
tion that presented them. In discussing Mr, 


Campbell’s name, Mr. Keliy pointed out the fact 
that the County Convention of Thursday had in- 
sisted that a union nominee for Mayor should be 


a partisan of mo. organization. Besides 
this, Mr. Campbell was already mentioned 
as a citizens’ candidato. It was the 


wisest course to pursue, he thought, for a candi- 
date to be presented to the voters who should be 
the candidate of the Democratic Party and of no 
outside party or movement. A feeble objection 
made by one man to Mr. Campbell was 
based on the fact that he holds an office. To Mr. 
Whitney decided objection was offered by Mr. 
Burke Cechran, who declared that he was a 
thorough County Democrat, and that he was mixed 
up with elevated railroad legislatien. On no one 
of the four would either Tammany or Irving Hall 
agree. 

Matters were at a stand-still now, for the 
lists of candidates were exhausted. The Sub- 
Committee of Twenty-one had been in ses- 
sion two hours and had accomplished noth- 
ing. John B. Haskin, who was presiding, 
asked in a surly tone if the committee 
had any other candidates to dissect. Mr. Kelly 
suggested that Judge Van Brunt would make a 
good candidate. The Judge was ee turned up- 
anc 


side down and inside out, he, too, was 
laid aside, tor the County Democrats did not 
want him. “Then,” said Mr. Kelly, “there 
is a member of your own orgarization who 
might be acceptable to you. He has the 
confidence of the mercantile community, 
and would have the respect of the citizens, 
His name is Franklin Edson.’’ This was a poser 


for the County Democrats. They did not want 
him, and they had no good excuse for rejecting 
him. They were in an awkward predicament, 
and they realized it. They broadly §inti- 
mated that Mr. Edson was not their 
choice. They said they did not believe 
their County Convention would accept him 
for a candidate. It was now quite evident that 
nothing could be gained by longer conference, and 
an adjouroment was taken until to-day at noon, 
when the conference committee of seventy-cight 
will be reassembled and the barren result of the 
evening's proceedings will be reported. 

There were angry looks on the faces of the Tam- 
many and Irving Hall men when they emerged 


from the room. They gave it out that the 
County Democrats were not honest in their 
professions, and that at heart they had no 
desire for a peace and harmony candidate 
at the head of a union ticket. There 
can be no doubt that the County Demo- 
crats are anxious to have Allan Campbell 
nominated for Mayor, relying on the sup- 
nort of the citizens’ movement to elect him. 


It was the general opinion that they would find 
some excuse for refusing to accept Mr. Edson 
should Tammany insist upon advocating his se!ec- 
tion, and then go into their convention in the even- 
ing and nominate Allan Campbell.

MAKING A PLEDGE NOT TO VOTE FOR THE 
CANDIDATES SELECTED AT SARATOGA. 


A meeting of the Anti-Machine Republican 
Committee, composed of one member from each 
Assembly district, at which John D. Ottiwell, the 
Chairman, presided, was held at the hall No. 23 
East Fourteenth-street last evening. There were

A standing vote was taken and every person 
rose.

MARINE MISHAPS. 

Boston, Oct. 13.—The bark David Dudley, 
of Boston, at this port from Port au Prince, re- 
ports: ** On Sept. 22, Montauk, bearing east north- 
east, 10 miles distant, encountered severe gale 
from north-east, with heavy sea running, lasting 
three days. The wind then backing round to 
northward and blowing a perfect hurricane the 
bark lay to under bare poles for 16 hours, during 
which carried away deck load and main rigging, 
broke down main trestietrees, and started wood 
ends, causing vessel to leak at the rate of 500 
strokes per heur. Thence to port had fine 
weather. The vessel is badly strained about the 
bows, and is leaking now at the rate of 200 strokes 
per hour,

coverer, Capt. Hughes, from New-Orleans, which 
arrived at Liverpool Oct. 11, had boats, houses, 
binnaeles, and decks badly damaged during a hur-

Borden, previously reported as having gone ashore 
on the southern head of Grand Menan, was bauled 
off by the revenue cutter Levi Woodbury, Capt. C.

The 
schooner is not so badly damaged as was supposed.

THE CHRISTIAN CONVENTION. 
CHICAGO, Oct. 138.—The Christian Conven- 
tion began its last day's session this morning with 
the usual prayer-meeting. Over 200 clergymen 
were present. At 10 o’clock the meeting was 
called to order by J. V. Farwell, who read some 


scriptural passages, and in commenting thereon 
related the story of the foundation of the Young 
Men’s Christian Association here. The Rev. Marcus 
Rainsford, of London, delivered an address on 
“The Fullness of Him that Filleth Allin All.” He 
was followed by Dr. Mackey and the Kev. Bishop 
Payne, af Virginia. From 12to1o0’clock a prayer- 
meeting was held, which was conducted by the 
Right Rev. Bishop Cheney, of this city. 

In the afternoon the Rey. James H. Brooks, of 
St. Louis, gave a Bible reading on the subject of 
*‘ Inspiration of the Scriptures,’’ taking the posi- 
tion that they were directly inspired by the Al- 
mighty, both in thought and word. Mr. Ingersoll’ 
Railroad Secretary of the International Commit- 
tee of the Young Men's Christian Association, gave 
an outline of the extent of the association’s work.

A LIVELY TIME ON “CHANGE IN CHICAGO— 
THE MARKETS ACTIVE AND STRONG. 
CuiIcaGo, Oct, 18.—The leading produce mar- 
kets were more active to-day and generally strong, 
except barley. Corn, meats, and pork were wanted, 
on the theory of 4 short supply, and wheat, oats, 
and lard were firmer in sympathy. The afternoon 
call was a scene of great excitement, chiefly on Oc- 
tober pork, November and December wheat, and 
November and year corn, with one of the most ac- 
tive sessions for months. Provisions were active 
and very strong. Liverpool reported lard dull, and 
the local hog market was quoted lower. But the 
latter fact was understood to be because the hogs are 
poor and will not make pork, and corn was 
stronger. There wasasharp demand for October 
pork in proportion to very small offerings, and 
spot pork commanded a premium of about 30 
cents over the month, being salable at $24. The 
stock of pork has been reduced to a very low 
point by liberal shipments, both in the barrel and 
as boxed strips, and some authorities say that No- 
vember hogs will be of very poor quality. The 


effeet of this was to eanse more strength in the 
near futures. November and the year declined 10 
cents early, but reacted to 35 cents, and closed 
strong Next year deliveries of pork advanced 
74 to 10 cents. Lard, for tais month, advanced 20 
cents. Futures fell off 5 to 7 cents, but closed 5 
cents higher than on Thursday afternoon. Meats 
were much stronger in sympathy with pork, but 
there is not enough doing to give close queta- 





tions. In the afternoon the market was excited on 
October pork and ribs, and firm on other 
products. 


Wheat was more active and advanced % to 1 
cent from the latest prices of Thursday, elosing 
strong. The greatest improvement was on the 
December future, which was in much better de- 
mand, but there was a comparatively brisk inquiry 
for other futures and for the lower grades, No. 3 
Winter and No. 8 Spring being wanted for ship- 
ment, but at 1 cent less prices. No. 2 Spring was 
taken to fill October contracts, and the red wheat 
was bought by McGeoch, as heretofore. Liver- 
eo reported an advance of 1d. per cental. ‘The 

nglish country markets were quoted stronger. 
Corn was higher here, and there were reports of a 
material falling off in the yield in the North-west, 
with a good deal of speculation in shock in 
Dakota, owing to the continued wet weather. It 
is said that No. 2 is only worth about 92 cents for 
export, but the lower grades are being taken for 
Europe, and persons in the secret know that Liv- 
erpool quotations for No. 2 do not always repre- 
sent the prices paid there. The foreign markets 
are supposed to tend upward now, and to be chiet- 
ly kept down by the fear that larger supplies here 
would mean lower prices here. On the afternoon 
call the market advanced %4 cent, with big 
buying, and closed strong. 

Corn was active and much stronger, advancing 
114 cents for this month and next, and 2 cents on 
the year, 1 cent on January, and 44 cent on May. 
The British markets were cailed stronger, except 
that Beerbohm noted a weaker tone in Liverpool. 
and Chicago receipts were again very small, while 
the visible supply showed a big decrease for ‘ast 
week, and there were reports of a very poor yield 
in many sections heretofore supposed to promise 
a big crop. The weather was finer, but that 
fact seemed to make little difference ex- 
cept as it encouraged buyers to hope they 
could fill without much advance in prices. There 
wasa good outside demand early, and the failure 
of the market to break, as they had expected, 
caused some who had unloaded the previous day 
to think they had better buy back. They took 
about all that was offered till the market nearly 
touched the top and then fell back, while shippers 
took all the job offerings and wanted more. The 
relative strength for the year was understood to be 
due to the growing conviction that year sales can- 
not be filled with new corn. On the afternoon call 
November advanced 14 cent, the year 54 of acent, 
and May %of a een. from the latest prices on 
*Change and closed a shade easier. 

The strength in corn to-day was a surprise to the 
bears. They had counted on their fingers over 
5,000,000 bushels that had been sold the day before 
in big blocks, to say nothing of a multitude of 
smaller heldings, and thought the strength must be 
all knoeked out of the deal. The facts in support 
of the other side were, however, cogent argu- 
ments. The visible supply at the close of 
last week is stated at 6,666,666 bushels, 
beine a decrease of about 975,000 bushels Jast week, 
a rate which would exhaust stocks in six weeks 
more from this “ate, and there is reason to believe 
that the quantity in sight has decreased more this 
week than it did last. The present quantity com- 
pares with 27,382,000 bushels a year ago, and there 
were then heaps of old cornin first hands, which 
does not appear to be the case now. Advices 
from the South certainly do not warrant the 
belief that Chicago will soom have any new corn 
that will grade No. 2 here outside of quantities 
so small that they sheuld be regarded as samples 
rather than supplies. The trade, too, is 
now very much inclined to  diseredit the 
claim of a 1,600,000,000-bushel crop, to say noth- 
ing of the guesses, which are not worthy to be 
called “‘estimates,’’ that the crop will pan out 
1,800,000,000 bushels. News comes from many 
places that the yleld is not anything near so great 
as bas been expected. The truth seems to be that 
the growing season came too late to make a good 
yield of merchantable corn.

I have never expressed such an 
opinion. I have discussed these questions of war, 
Chinese, Crimean, Afghan, Zulu, Egyptian, on 
grounds common to and admitted by all thought- 
ful men. and have condemred them with argu- 
ments which I believe have never been 
answered. I will not disouss the abstract question. 
I shall be content when we reach the point at 
which all Christian men will condemn war when it 
ig unnecessary. and Jeading to no nsafnl ar

may say this, that it has no better justification than 
other wars which have gone before it, and that 
doubtless when the blood is shed and the cost paid 
and the results seen and weighed we shall be gene- 
raliy of that opinion.

NEW FORTS AT METZ. 
Faris Leiter to the London Times. 

An Alsatian paper, describing the new forts 
which have just been completed for the protection 
of Metz, states that it was not till 1866 that the 
modern system of fortifications was applied to 
that town, when the construction of the four de- 


tached forts of St. Quentin, Plappeville, Queleu, 
ana &t. Julien was begun. In 1870 only the first 
two of these were completed. The others have been 
finished under the German military authorities, 
who have likewise added one by one the powerful 
forts of Manstein, Prince August von Wiirtemburg, 
and Zastrow. ‘The last of the series is the 
little fort of Hindersin. These forts form a belt 30 
kiloméires in length. The distance of Forts Fred- 
erick Charles and Manstein from the cathedral, sit- 
uated at about the centre of the town, is 8,500 
métres. North of these two, 1,300 métres further 
off, is Fort Alvensieben. On the left bank of the 
Moselle are the small forts of Kameke and Hinder- 
sin, and on the right bank, near the village of St. 
Julien, rises the great fort of Manteuffel. 3.000 
métres from the cathedral. To the south of Fort 
Manteuffel is Fort Goeben, the most formidable 
of the series, 3,300 métres from the cathedral. Sev- 
eral of these forts are provided with plated re- 
volving towers.

The cyclone which, it was predicted, would 
reach this City at 8 o’clock Thursday evening left 
its course at 6:30 o’clock last evening and moved 
north-east from Cape Hatteras, leaving the Atlan.

effects. The storm signals, whieh had beer 
displayed since Thursday morning at all 
sea-ports covered by the United States 
signal Service were ordered down, and tke vessels 
which have been lying at anchor for 48 hours 
hoisted sail and started for their destination.

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AN ACTRESS’S LIBEL SUIT 


‘THE DEFENSE IN THE MARIE PRES- 
COTT CASE. 
f£HE PLAINTIFF IN THE HANDS OF EX-JUDGE 
FULLERTON —A REMARKABLE ‘‘ REC- 
ORD’’—MR. HARVIER TELLS HIS STORY. 
‘ One rarely sees, even in a Police Court, a 
worse-looking crowd—not in respect to garments, 
but of faces—than was gathered yesterday in front 
of Judge Russell, inthe Superior Court. Most ofthe 
Dersons present seemed to have some indefinable 
connection with the theatrical profession, but they 
are not known to the public asactors. Others were 
the usual seekers after scandalous bits of gossip 
which are from time to time to be picked up in the 
law courts. The case on triai was thatof Marie 
Prescott, the actress, who is suing the American 
News Company for libel, claiming $20,000 damages. 
The alleged libelous matter was published ina 
journal called Nym Crinkle, which the American 
News Company sold. 

At the reopening of the trial, E. H. Stafford, at- 
torney for Miss Prescott, or Mrs. Pertzel, as she is 
known off the stage, demurred to the answer as 
not specifically setting up a plea of justification, 
and objected to having testimony put in to prove, 
as the defense asserted they intended to prove, by 
way of justification, that Miss Prescott had been 
the mistress of at least fivemen. After a long 
argument between Mr. Stafford and ex-Judge 
Fullerton, Judge Russell decided to allow the de- 
fense to go on in the way in which they had 
started. The plaintiff was then recalled to the 
stand as a witness for the defense. She was at- 
tired in black, as en Thursday, but her composure 
was not at first so marked asthen. She soon be- 
came cool, however, and began to make pert 
answers, in a theatrically languid manner, 
to Mr. Fullerton’s questions. She was 
shown some letters, and she admitted 
that they were in her handwriting. Others 
were in writing resembling hers, but she 
would not say whether she did or did not write 
them. The envelopes inclosing the letters were all 


addressed to Ernest Harvier. She did not know 
why they were so addressed, but she did know that 
the letters she recognized as hers were written to 
her husband, Willlam Pertzel. The fact «hat one 
began with ‘* My darling’ was proof of this fact, 
she said. “Is he your only darling?” asked Mr. 
Fulierton. “The only one,” was her response, to 
which she added, ‘tat thattime.’”” She then wished 
to point out in a letter some evidence that 
it was intended fer her husband. Ver counsel 
interrupted her, and she told him she was capable 
of taking care of herself. ‘‘ I know it,’’ remarked 
Mr. Fullerton, who was trying to move Mr. Staf- 
ford to one side, “‘and that’s why I want Mr. 
Stafford to let you alone.’’ Miss Prescott then 
said that one sentence of the letter clearly indicat- 
ed that it was written to her husband and not to 
Ernest Harvier. This sentence was: **You re- 
member the question [I gave you about the 
most confidential and domestic garment.”’ Mr. 
Fullerton appeared to be puzzled by 
geutence, and Miss Preseott said to 

* It’s a quotation from Dickens. You may not 
know it.” Mr. Fullerton acknowledged his 
lgnorance and asked from which of Dickens’s 
works the quotation was made—a piece of informa- 
tion the witness would not give him. Thus foiled, 
Mr. Fullerton said: " May I ask what the garment 
was?” which question Miss Prescott would not an- 
swer. She remarked that she bad found in the 
letter a sentence which would have applied to 
Ernest Harvier, which was: * 1am so giad you are 
not here.”’ Her attention was called by her exam- 
Iner to the fact thatthe letter she said she wrote to 
her husband, to whom she was married in June, 
1881, was written in May, 1880. She explained this 
by saying that she began writing to Mr. Pertzel in 
1879, when he was her “ husband-elect.”” Another 
letter which she said she sent her husband-elect 
was shown her, and she was asked how it came to 
be addressed to Ernest Harvier, ‘I don’t know 
that it was,” she answered; “the envelope is; the 
letter isn’t.”’ 

“Now.” said Mr. Fullerton, “I show you a 
paper, not a letter, headed ‘ Record,’ and ask if it is 
in your handwriting.”’ After carefully examining 
the paper, Miss Prescott said she was uncertain. It 
might be. ** I don’t remember having written it,” 
she said, “and I have an excellent memory. I 
hardly think I did.” Pressed by Mr. Fullerton to 
give a clearer answer to the jury, Miss Prescott 
turned to that body and said: * It resembles my 
handwriting seriously.” The examination was 
turned into another channel, and Miss Prescott 
was called upon for information as to her manner 
of living, the members of her household, and 
finally some definite details respecting the wit- 
nesses of her marriage to William Pertzel. Mr. 
Fullerton worried her with questions about 
a Miss Martin, who was one of the 
witnesses, and she finally asked, as_ if 
much surprised by the impiication of his remarks: 
**You don’t doubt that 1 was married.do you?” 
**I do,” answered Mr. Fullerton, as if he were ut- 
tering the most delicate fidttery. “I don't see why 
when I tell you so,” Miss Prescott said in a tone of 
arch reproachfulness that did not affect Mr. Ful- 
terton. Mr. Stafford interposed once more to ob- 
ject to the course of the examination. He could 
not see that its purpose was to do any- 
thing else than to lay the foundation of 
an attempt to impeach the veracity of 
Miss Prescott, and Mr. Fullerton could not im- 
peach her because she was his own witness. Re- 
dlying to these remarks, Mr. Fullerton saia: “I 
buve no occasion to impeach her. She has taken 
thet job off my bhands.”’ Soon after uttering this 
remarkable imputatien upon the reputation for 
trath of the witness, he asked herif she was in 
the habit of going to church. She answered that 
she did not often have timeto gotochurch. She 
did go once ina while, and her favorite preacher 
was Henry Ward Beecher, with whom she was 
personally acquainted. She admitted having writ- 
ten the superscription of some envelopes shown 
her. They were directed to Ernest Harvier. 
Under cross-examination by her own counsel, Mr. 
Stafford, she said she employed Ernest Harvier as 
her press agent, and as such had often written to 
him. Sne had been doubtful about the writing of 
some of the letters shown her, she said, because 
Ernest Harvier had forged some letters in her 
name. Her marriage with Mr. Pertzel had been 
kept secret for business reasons, because Managers 
did not like married women. 

John Walsh, a law clerk, who, “ by the help of 
God,” hopes to bea lawyer very soon, testified that 
before the time of Miss Prescott’s alleged marriage 
to Mr. Pertzel he went to her fiat in East Tenth- 
street, with a City Marshal, to levy upon her 
goods, and found men’s clothing in her wardrobe. 
A difficulty having arisen between her and the 
Marshal, Mr. Pertzel appeared and settled the 
matter. Moses Cox, acolored man, testified that 
be had worked for Mr. Pertzel, and, by order of 
the latter, had admitted Miss Prescott into his 
(Pertzel’s) flat in East Tenth-street, at night. 
When Miss Prescott and Pertzel met, they kissed 
one another. After admitting her the witness 
would leave the flat, and remain away until the 
rext morning. Mr. Pertzel, dressed as men usually 
are when they first get out of bed, would let him 
in when he returned. “ Did you then see Miss 
Prescott ?” asked Mr. Fullerton. Cox answered 
with a question: ‘‘ Can you see a person when he 
is all wrapped up? I saw some one in bed.” 

Ernest Harvier was next called tothe stand. He 
is the person to whom, the defense insist, Miss 
Prescott sent the loving letters which she 
says she sent to her husband and _hus- 
band-elect, but which appear in court 
fuclosed in envelopes addressed to Ernest 
Harvier. Harvier isa short, slim young man, with 
a pale, irresolute-looking face, adorned with a 
small brown mustache. By profession he is a 
journalist, eo called, and was once the proprietor 
and editor of a sheet called the Mirror, which was 
devoted to theatrical matters. After he had con- 
versed confidentially fora short time with Judge 
Russell, as if he were seeking advice from him, he 
was handed the paper headed ** Record,” which 
Miss Preseott had said wasina handwriting ‘*‘se- 
riously”’ resembling hers, but which she could not re- 
member having written. He said it was in Miss 
Prescott's handwriting and he had received it, in- 
closed in a letter sent to him by her from Boston, 
in May, 1880. Mr. Stafford objected to the reading 
of the paper, but Judge Russell admitted it. It 
proved to be a sort of travesty upon what is 
known in Police Courts as the “pedigree” of a 
prisoner, as well as of the examination of sucha pris- 
oner by a Police Justiee. It read as follows:

While this remarkable document was being read 
Miss Prescott exchanged significant glances with 
Mr. Pertzel or looked scornfully at Harvier, who 
interested himseif in other things and persons in 
the court-rcom. Harvier next identified a number 
of letters as having been written to him by Miss 
Prescott. In the first of these read the writer snoke 
of her business matters and her plans for producing 
her play, ‘* Mother and Dauehter,’’ commented up- 
on Mr. Jobn Stetson’s inclination only to be 
pleased when money was flowing into his coffers, 
and thanked its recipient for some favorable state- 
ment written about her ability as an actress. She 
alluded feelingiy to an attack of mumps from 
which she was suffering, and told him she would 
call upon him at a certain time, when sne hoped he 
would have sent William out. Harvier said that Miss 
Prescott called upon him just as this letter said its 
writer would, and that he had previously sent his 
office boy, William, out of the way. Several other 
letters were read. They were filled with expres- 
sions of lov: for Ernest and wishes to embrace 
him, ipterspers:d with business items or gossip. 
Among other things, Ernest was advised that 
sweetheart is not spelled * sweatheart.’’ After the 
reading, Harvier testified that he first met Miss 
Prescott seven years ago, when he was 17 years old. 
He had been intimate with her, be said, and during 
their intimacy she bad told him that she had been 
the mistress of 12jmen, and he was the thirteenth. 
When Harvier made this statement Miss Prescott 
threw up her hands,and seemed inclined for a mo- 
ment to make a scene in the court-room. Her 
manner was seemingly that of af Se shocked and 
angered by the utterance of a falsehood affecting 
his or her character. She soon recovered her com- 
posure, and only looked contemptuously at Har- 
vier. The cross-examination of that witness was 
begun. Its main feature was the production of a 
letter in which he metaphorically shrieked out that 
he had given his heart to Miss Prescott, and that, 
after beating, bruising, stabbing, and otherwise 
maltreating it, she had sent it back to him, and yet, 
after allthis bad treatment, he had much trouble 
toprevent it from going back tober. The cross- 
examination will be resumed Monday morning.

CONEY ISLAND LEASE-HOLDS. 
—>—_— 
THEIR VALIDITY AND VALUE IN THE OPIN- 
IONS OF THE LAWYERS. 

The Senate Committee on Villages contin- 
ued yesterday, atthe Gilsey House, its investiga. 
tion into the matter of the leasing and disposal of 
the common lands at Coney Island. Ex-Judge S, 
D. Morris, of Brooklyn, testified that up to April, 
1880, when the new law relative to the leasing of 
lands on the island went into effect, his firm had 
been the counsel of the Commissioners of Public 
Lands of the town of Gravesend. Mr. Pearsall 
had been the active member of the firm in the pro- 
ceedings. He had conducted the rroceedings 
when lands were condemned for railroad pur- 
poses by various corporations. They had also ap- 
peared for the Trustees in the suits brought against 
them to set aside renewals of leases of their 
property that had, it was alleged, beer fraudulent- 
ly obtained. Upon the advice of the witness the 
leases given by the Trustees were set aside and 
canceled, and the suits discontinued, as the 
leases were, in his opinion, invalid. In 
relation to the property condemned by the 
Brooklyn, Bath and Coney Island Railroad, 


(Gunther’s,) he said that he thought the authori- 
ties could compel Mr. Gunther to enter the order 
of condemnation and pay the fees, which he has 
not yet done and refuses tou do. In one case in 
which the witness appeared it was shown in testi- 
mony that a large quantity of lands which had 
been condemned by the Prospect Park and Coney 
Island Railroad Company (Culver’s) was devoted 
to other than railroad purposes. The 600 feet be- 
tween the company’s depot and the shore is occu- 
pled, among jor things, by a house, a beer store- 
house, Cable’s Hotel, a music-stand, a drug store, ob- 
servatory, camera-obscura, news depot, soda-water 
fountain, and other buildings from which the road 
derives a good income. The condemnation, he 
thought, was illegal, as the land is not used for 
railroad purposes, and all of this he thought couid 
be recovered back by the town. 

Mr. N. H. Clement, of Brooklyn, who has been 
empluyed by the town authorities of Gravesend as 
their counsel since April, 1880. denied the state- 
ments made by Mr. Walker in his testimony recent- 
ly given to the effect that he was counsei for the 
Gravesend authorities in 1878 and 1879. or was in 
any way cognizant of, or interestea in, the giving 
of the fraudulent leases. He acted at that time 
for Alfred Sully, who, with others, was trying to 
get possession of property on the west end 
of the island. As soon as he found that he had 
been deceived in the character of the leases he ad- 
vised their cancellation, and this advice was acted 
upon. He stated that the present lease of Coney 
Island Point rested in James Murray and the wife 
of Michael Norton, who had leased it from Frank 
Swift. That lease expires Feb. 1, 1883. The new 
lease held by Frank Swift for 10 years, at $7,.000a 
year, he held to be invalid. The sum for which 
this lease is made the witness considered a fair one 
for the property as it now stands without improve- 
ments. If one could get aliease for 21 years, he 
would consider the lease worth $15,00) a year. Mr. 
Benjamin R. Hitebings offered in evidence a pros- 
pectus of the Manhattan Beach Improvement 
Company, in which its unimproved property to be 
obtained from the Manhattan Beach Railroad Com- 
pany was setin as worth $500,000. This traet was 
represented as 5 miles long, 34 of a mile wide, on 
an average, with 244 miles of water-front, and, in- 
cluding in all, about 5¢0 ucres. In reference to the 
order of Attorney-General Ward to discontinue 
the suit he had brought to recover the property 
sold to the Manhattan Company, he testified that 
the order had been issued ie accordance with a pe- 
tition of the Trustees of Gravesend, which was in- 
dorsed by the Supervisor of the town, John Y. Mc- 
Kane. In his opinion the Commissioners of the 
common lands in Gravesend should be appointed 
by the Governor subject to conlirmation by the 
Senate. If this is done the evils of the past may be 
avoided.

THE POCGHEEEPSIE BANK FORGERIES. 

The trial of William V. Brown, lately assist- 
ant book-keeper of the Poughkeepsie National 
Bank, under indictment for making false entries in 
the books of the Poughkeepsie National Bank, was 
resumed yesterday. The charge against Brown is 
that on certain days he entered in the books that 
certain moneys were sent by the Poughkeepsie 
Bank tothe Mercantile Bank of this City, which 
entries were false; and that on certain other days 
he made entries showing that those moneys had 


been returned by the Mercantile Bank to the Pough- 
keepsie Bank, which were also false. The two false 
entries balanced each other. Mr. Peter Deyo was 
the first witness called by the Government to-day. 
He was asked in regard to certain entries which 
were not in the handwriting of the defendant. 
Judge Dittenhoefer objected on the ground 
that the defendant (Brown) could mot be bound 
by entries not made by himself unless knowledge 
of them was brought home to him. To prove this 
knowledge Mr. Fiero called Mr. Cornwall, the 
Treasurer of the bank, but he was unable to testify 
that Brown either knew or saw the entries. The 
testimony was then excluded. Mx Fiero then of- 
fered in evidence the stenographic minutes of tes- 
timony of the defendant given in an action brought 
by the Poughkeepsie Bank against Elisha Vail, the 
bondsman of Brown, to recover on the bond given 
by Brown to the bank. Judge Dittenhoefer ob- 
jected to so much of the minutes as related to oth- 
er acts than those charged in theindictment. After 
lengthy argument by counsel Judge Benedict sus- 
tained the objection, and so much of the minutes 
were then read without objection as related to the 
offenses charged in the indictment. The Govera- 
ment then rested. 

Judge Dittenhoefer then made a motion pro for- 
mf that the court direct an acquittal. He said, 
while he had great confidence that the constitu- 
tional point he was about to suggest was sound, he 
did not ask nor expect that the court would now 
take the responsibility of deciding in his favor, but 
would reserve the consideration of the question on 
a motion in arrest of age aay before the three 
Juiges. Still, it was his duty to present the ques- 
tion. The grounds of the motion were, first, that 
the United States courts have no jurisdiction of 
the offense; the making of a false entry in the 
books of a corporation is a crime under the laws of 
the State of New-York and punishable by the State 
courts. It was not material that the books in 
which the false entries were made were those of a 
bank chartered by the United States; if the books 
nad been those of a corporation created under the 
laws of Massachusetts, but doing business in the 
State of New-York, and the false entry had been 
made therein, the courts of the State of New-York 
would have jurisdiction. He cited a case in Penn- 
sylvania in which the courts of that State tried a 
person for the identical offense of making false 
entries in the books of a national bank, and surely 
the perty could not be convicted of the same crime 
by the State and the United States. If the United 
States had jurisdiction, it weuld be exclusive. The 
second ground was that no fraud could have been 
intended, because none could have been committed 
in consequence of these entries, as the entries 
showing the indebtedness'by the Mercantile Bank 
to the Poughkeepsie bank were nullified by entries 
showing a payment or discharge of that indebted- 
ness. 

Witkout formally passing upon the questions, 
Judge Benedict denied the motion. Thereupon. on 
the part of the defense, Mr. Brown testified that all 
the entries he made were upon the express direc- 
tion of Halloway, the Receiving and Paying Teller 
of the bank, who bad the confidence of the bank, 
and in whose honesty and integrity he (Brown) had 
full faith, and that when he had made them he did 
not believe that any wrong was intended, and that 
he (Brown) did not receive any advantage, benefit, 
or consideration, or promise,or expectation of any, 
for making said entries. The case will bo resumed 


on Monday. 


THE LATE MISS PARNELL. 
The metallic casket to receive the remains of 
tbe late Fanny Parve!ll is new on exhibition at No. 
330 Pearl-street, awaiting shipment to Philadelphia. 


The casket, which is the most ornate ever made in 
this City, is fashioned of cast metal and covered 
with cardinal silk plush velyet, with a rose 
pink lining of the same material. The 
fringe and tassels inside are of gold bullion. 
Seroil and flower-work are seen on the 
corner ornaments of gold for handling the top of 
the casket, and the corner pillars are caryatides. 
The bar handles are ornamanten with Etruscan

designs, as are also the escutcheons under the 
screws. A cross of gold-plated bronze rests on the 
casket and bears the emblems of bread and wine 
and the initial letters ‘‘I. N. R. I.” On the gold- 
plated tablet piece, designed by Tiffany, are in 
high relief the words “ Fanny Isabel Parnell, Died 
July 20, 1882,” and under a harp trails the sham- 
rock in repoussé work. The casket is made for a 
Philadeiphia undertaker and will be shipped this 
morning. The remains of Miss Parnell, now em- 
balmed in a vault in Trenton, N. J., will be brought 
to this City from Trenton on Wednesday und then 
taken to Boston for interment. The Parnell Land 
League will meet to-morrow afternoon at 3 o’clock 
at No. 61 Union-place, Fourth-avenue and Eight- 
eenth-street, to make arrangements to participate 
in the removalef the body of Miss Parnell to its 
final resting place.

RUNNING ON THE NANKILN’S WRECK 


A SCHOONER AND TWO LIVES LOST IN THE 
LOWER BAY. 

The neglect of the authorities, as well as of 
the owners of the wrecked steamer Nankin, which 
has lain in the Swash Channel for several months, 
led to the loss of a schooner and the sacrifice of 
two lives Thursday evening. The schooner Ma- 
nantico, Capt. D. Cullen, started from this port for 
Philadelphia, with a cargo of vig-iren, Thursday 
afternoon. The crew consisted of Capt. Cullen 
and four men. As there were no signs ef the 
cyclone which had been heralded as on its way up 
the coast, the Captain thought it would be safe for 
him to put tosea. At about 9 o'clock in the even- 


ing he was heading down the Bay. The night was 
dark and thick, and the wind was brisk, 
while the wawr was somewhat rough. Tho 
schooner was approaching the Swash Channel 
and the Captain thought that he had given 
tke wreck of the Nankin a _ wide berth. 
But, owing to some miscalculation, he headed di- 
rectly toward that daugerous wreck, which lies en- 
tirely out of water. In the darkness the buoys 
near it were not observed, and the Manantico sud- 
denly gave a tremendous thump, which caused her 
to shake from stem to stern. A few heavy waves 
struck her as she lay on the wreck of the 
sunken Nankin. Her sails were now brought 
into use, and she was carried clear of the 
wreck. Capt. Cullen beaded her toward the 
Government wharf inside of Sandy Hook. The 
well was sounded and it was found that she was 
tilling rapidly. All her canvas was filled in an at- 
tempt to bring her to this dock, but when in about 
six fathoms of water she began to sink, her heavy 
cargo of vig-iron having proved too much for her 
to carry with a leaky bottom. Capt. Cullen and 
his four men lowered their boat and sprang into it, 
taking nothing with them from the wreck. The 
painter of the boat was still fast to the schooner. 
They were about to unfasten this when the Manan- 
tico gave a lurch and went to the bottom, dragging 
the boat after it. 

The five men were thrown into the water. Capt. 
Cullen and Adolph Johnson, asailor, clung to pieces 
of wood which had come from the wreck. They 
could hear the cries of their companions, and in 
the darkness two other figures could be seen 
struggling in the waves. One of these clung toa 
piece of plank, while the other was trying to keep 
above water by the aid of a floating cask. Noth- 
ing could be seen of the third seaman, and in a 
moment the Captain was unabie to hear the cries 
of the other two men, who had rapidly drifted out 
of sight. Capt. Cullen and Johnson shout- 
ed themselves hoarse as they clung to 
the pieces of wreckage. They were fast 
becoming exhausted, when about midnight 
a small boat approached and picked them up. This 
boat belonged to the schooner Elliot B. Church, of 
Taunton, which bad just arrived from Alexandria, 
Va., and had anchored in the Bay. Her crew had 
been attracted by the cries of the two men. The 
survivors were tuken to this vessel and cared for. 
Thomas Henrichs, a Norwegian sailor belonging to 
the Manuantico, dritted about on a plank until 1:30 
o'clock yesterday morning. He then found him- 
self near asteam-ship at anchor. He hailed this a 
number of times, and finally attracted the atten- 
tion of the watchman. A boat was lowered and 
he was picked up and taken on board the steamer, 
which was the British steam-ship Venice, She was 
bound for Savannah, but, hearing of the approach- 
ing cyclone, Capt. Beard anchored in the Lower 
Bay. The missing men, who are probably lost, are 
the mate, Thomas Hyer, and Thomas ‘Thomson, 
As they had onlv shipped the day before, the Cap- 
tain knew little about them. The Manantico was 
built at Dorchester, N. J., in 1880, and measured {4 
tons. She was worth about $2,500, and was owned 
by a Mr. Weod, of Philadelphia.

COLUMBIA AGAINST HARVARD.

THE FORMER COLLEGE’S SIDE OF 
LONDON DIFFICULTY. 

There was a mass-meeting of students and 
graduates of Columbia College in the chapel yea- 
terday. The object was to vindicate the Colum- 
bia crew in the difficulty with the Harvard crew, 
which resulted in the abandonment of the race at 
New-London, July 3, Robert C. Cornell presided. 
A. H. Van Linderen, of the committee composed of 
Jasper T. Goodwin, Mr. Cornell, and himself, ap- 
pointed to present Columbia's side of the case, told 
the story much the same as it was narrated at the 
time of the disagreement. When the Columbia 


men found that it was high tide at 11:30, the hour 
at which Harvard asked to have the race take 
lace, they desired the time changed to 2 o'clock 
in the afternoon, The side of the river which they 
had—th» west—left them at a disadvantage. The 
Harvards insisted on the race taking place by or 
before 12 o'clock so that they could go away 
on an e#fternoon train. The Columbias offered 
to compromise and row at 1 o'clock, the only thing 
they refused to do was to row at 12, when they 
were placed at an unfair disadvantage. It was de- 
nied that Columbia understood beforehand that 
the race was off, but it was expected that it woulda 
take place. When Col. William A. Bancroft, Har- 
vard’s judge, was at the Columbia's float, his last 
remark was a repetition of his understanding that 
the Columbia crew wouid row at 10 or 2 o'clock. 
Harvard denied that there was any question of 
tide agreed upon, which was quite the contrary to 
Co.umbia’s idea of the matter. The decision of 
the referee, W. C. Watson, in giving the race to 
Columbia, was quoted. Mr. Van-Linderen said Mr. 
Watson was a Harvard man in sympathy to the 
backbore, and would ordinarily stick to Harvard 
through thick and thin, but he could not counte- 
nance proceedings akin to the machinations of the 
Saratoga convention. The referee decided that 
the time was to be mutually agreed upon, that 
neither party had a right to insist upon one hour 
unsatisfactory to the other. The committee 
agreed to have its official report ready to-day for 
yublication. A student said it was not customary 
ie Columbia to enter intoa public controversy, 
but it was almost necessary in this instance in 
order to defend certain Harvard men in the posi- 
tion they had taken. 

It was decided to have no fall regatta this year. 
The games of the Athletic Club will take place at 
the grounds of the Manhattan Athletic Club at 
Kighth-avenue and Fifty-sixth-street a week from 
to-day.

DEFAULTED CANADA SOUTHERN BONDS. 

Two suits have been begun in the Supreme 
Court against the Canada Southern Railway Com- 
pany for its failure to pay the interest upon cer- 
tain of its bonds, redeemable in 1906, and to pay 
the interest upon, and to redeem, other bonds 
which matured in 1877. William H. Gebhard is 
the plaintiff in one suit, and he and August Lim- 
bert, as Executors of the will of the late Frederick 
Cc. Gebhard, are associated as plaintiffs in the other. 
Messrs. Gebhard and Limbert aver that they are 


the owners of 100 one-thousand-dollar bonds of 
the railway company, which mature in 1906, and 
upon which interest is payable at the rate of 7 per 
cent, ayear. The interest nas not been paid, they 
aver, since July i, 1881, and they therefore 
sue for it to the amount of $10,500, 
with interest from the time of each default. 
In hiscomplaint on his own behalf Mr. Gebhard 
alleges that he owns 30 bonds of $105 each of the 
railway company which matured on Jan. 1, 1877, 
but were not then redeemed, and upon which in- 
terest has not been paid since January, 1875. He 
therefore, asks as the amount of the principal and 
interest of the bonds, the sum of $3,260 25. As the 
agent of Mary E. Bianc, of Tavergis, France, Mr. 
Gebhard says he owns 30 one-thousand-dollar 
bonds of the railway company, payable in 1906, 
upon which interest at the rate of 7 percent. a 
year bas not been paid since July 1, 1875. ‘The 
amount of the interestin default is $19,341, judg- 
ment for which sum, with interest upen it, Mr. 
Gebhard asks. The attorneys of the plaintiffs are 
Messrs. Platt & Bowers.
